Lonpon, March 27.—I get from a good 
source at Berlin to-day the report that the new 
Kaiser is working as hard as his strength will 
permit on plans for a new Constitution for 
Prussia, his chief coworker being the venerable 
Dr. Friedberg, who has been Prussian Minister 
of Justice since 1879, and who was the first 
roan given the Order of the Black Eagle after 
Emperor Frederick’s accession. My informant 
has reason to believe that the new Constitution 
will be ready to promulgate by June aud per- 
haps earlier. The principal change he hears 
about is in the make-up and powers of the 
Herrenhaus, or upper chamber of the Prus- 
sian Diet. This House, in the original Con- 
stitution of 1850, was of a reasonably 
representative character, consisting of royal 
Princes, certain hereditary nobles, 90 
Deputies. elected directly by districts by a 
limited taxpaying electorate, and 30 Deputies 
chosen by the Municipal Councils of the big 
towns. But this was too liberal to please the King, 
who, in 1854, issued a royal decree changing it 
Into a strictly automatic machine to register his 
wishes, and it has never been altered since. 
The only representative feature it now contains 
is some delegates from the universities and the 
Burgomasters of towns of over 50,000 inhabit- 
ants. All the other members are royal and 
mediatized Princes, hereditary nobles, 4ife 
peers named by the King, and an unlimited 
number ot members for a more or less restricted 
period, also chosen by the King. The result is 
about as fine an old crusted collection of abso- 
lutists as can well be imagined. Most of the 
social and political agitation against the Em- 
press Victoria has emanated from this Herren- 
haus, and perhaps there is some human nature 
in the spirit which leads the Kaiser to select it 
as the chief among many abuses needing reform. 

The report I have received further says that 
the Kaiser has hadarelapse. Though notof a 
grave nature in itself, it naturally excites alarm. 
Attacks in obscure caricature papers upon the 
Empress Victoria and the efforts of the Junker 
party to obstruct the work of the Kaiser have 
become so obvious that now they are the sub- 
ject of general talk. In Berlin society circles 
the popular feeling is much against them. 

President Carnot has been well advised In at- 
tempting nothing more severe than placing 
Gen. Boulanger on ‘the retired list. Even thisis 
likely to leave the General a more prominent 
figure than he was before. The unrest in Paris 
continues. 

The death of the Sultan of Zanzibar is viewed 
here as a serious matter, because his heir is a 
boy of 11 years, The succession is, therefore, 
uncertain, and the interregnum is likely to 
tempt other powers to trench upon the ground 
which England has come toregard as her own.

rof. von Esmarck of Kiel will provably ex- 
amine Emperor Frederick’s throat in April. 
Prof. von Esmarck is a relative of the Emporor, 
he having married the Princess Henrietta of 
Schleswig-Holstein. 

The National Zeilung says that at a recent 
meeting of the Cabinet at Charlottenburg 
Prince Bismarck explained the foreign situation. 
Emperor Frederick fully concurred in his views 
and proposals, and especially thanked Prince 
Bismarck. 

Empress Victoria, replying to addresses pre- 
sented to her by 17 associations of which she is 
& patronesa, says her foremost and most sacred 
duty will be the care of her suffering husband. 
She is conscious of the task devolving upon her 
as Queen and Empress, and will accomplish it 
to the best of her ability. At the same time she 
is reminded that she has other social duties. 
The moral and intellectual education of women, 
the sanitary condition of the laboring classes, 
and the improvement of the facilities by which 
women may earn a livelihood will constantly be 
before her. The noblest vocation of a Prinvess, 
she says, isan untiring actrvity in the work or 
ameliorating the suffering of the classes. Owing 
to the difficulty of her task she is doubtful 
whether she will succeed as well as her heart 
desires. 

Prince Bismarck yesterday celebrated the ju- 
bilee of his donning a military uniferm by a 
quiet dinner, at which Count von Moltke, Gen. 
Schellendorff, Minister of War, Gen. Albedyll, 
and others were present. 

The banks of the Elbe are flooded for a dis- 
tance of many miles. Hundreds of villages are 
submerged. An enormous amount of damage 
has been done and many lives have been lest. 

Count von Schouvalotf, the Russian Ambassa- 
dor, called at the Foreign Office to-day and pre- 
sented Count Herbert Bismarck with the Ordor 
of St. Alexander Nevski, which was conferred 
upon him by the Czar. 


VIENNA, March 27.—Dr. Billroth, the 
German surgeon, in an address to the students 
of the University here highly culogized the de- 
votion which Dr. Mackenzie has shown in his at- 
tendance upon Emperor Frederick. 


GEN. BOULANGER RETIRED. 

Paris, March 27.—On the proposal of: the 
Minister of War, President Carnot, acting on the 
unanimous advice of the officers who conducted 
the court-martial, has signed a decree placing 
Gen. Boulanger on the retired list of the army. 
The proposal had previously been considered by 
the Counci! of Ministers. 

The Extreme Left has decided to propare a bill 
for the revision of the Constitution and to.place 
the measure before the Chamber of Deputies be- 
fore Easter. In the meantime the Cabinet’s de- 
cision regarding Gen. Boulanger is taken quiet- 
ly. The Liberté says that the police have taken 
extensive precautions to prevent demonstra- 
tions. 

A committee of 11 members of the Chamber of 
Deputies has been appointed toconsider the pro- 
posal of the Panama Canal Company to issue a 
sottery loan. Five of the members are in favor 
pf the loan, four are opposed to it, while the 


other two desire to make @ more minute exam- 
ination of the question. 


BERLIN, March 27.—The newspapers here

ber of Deputies, when in the Department of the 
Bouches du Rhone Felix Pyat was returned and 
in the Department of the Aisne Gen. Boulanger 
received @ plurality.

A BULLET IN HIS TEMPLE. 


FOUND DEAD BY A FLAGMAN NEAR A 
RAILROAD TRACK. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 27.—Flag- 
man Jobn Lane to-day found at the base ofa 
rock on the east side of the Hudson River Rail- 
road track three miles north of thiscity the body 
of a well-dressed man with a bullet hole in the 
temple and one in the abdomen. The right arm 
lay across the body, the hand firmly grasping a 
revolver. Coroner Frost's examination revealed 
@ small bottle labeled: ‘‘ Poison. A. Rightmyer, 
druggist, corner Main and Market streets, Baugy 
erties, N. Y. No. 36,935. Feb. 27, 1888. Di- 
rections—Use as directed. Dr. 8. ; 
Dawes.” Very little of the liquid re- 
mained. There was also an envelope which had 


contained a yellowish powder, but little being 
left. A letter addressed ‘“* James Lyon, Sauger- 
ties, Ulster County, N. Y.,’’ was next discovered, 
It was signed James Lynch, with the instruction 
to address the writer in care of Mrs. Linchan, 
328 East Eightieth-street, New-York City. The 
nawe of ‘timothy Lynch was also given. In tHe 
letter appeared a reference toa cut finger, which 
the dead man had, being the third finger on the 
left hand, which was tied up ina rag. It also 
spoke about the writer going to Hyde Park. A 


Catholic Prayer Book called ‘‘A Daily Compan- ~ 


ion,” bearing on the fly leaf ‘‘John A. Kearne, 
Saugerties, March 5, 1886,” was also among the 
articies found. 

He was about 5 feet 10 inches in height, of 
medium build, hark hair, slightly tinged with 
gray, and sandy mustache, slightiy :tinged. 
He wore a dark blue overcoat of gvod quality, 
diagonal under coat and vestof dark bluse, and 

’ black diagonal pantalvons. His underclothing 
was good, and everything about the man showed 
him not to have been a tramp. 


At 328 East Eightioth-street, tho residence of 
Mrs. Sinchan, Timothy Lynch was found. He 
Bays James Lyon, the dead man, was a stone 


mason, and worked with him at Hyde Park last 
year from June until December, going thence 
’ to Rhinebeck, where he had been employed up 
to two weeks ago, if not longer. The letter 
found on Lyon was written by him about two 
weeka agoin reply to one of a day or two 
previous. He had never met him before last 
summer, and knew little about him beyond the 
fact that he was a fine workman, temperate 
and of a cheerful though not talkative nature. 
Mr. Lynch was surprised at the news of the 
suicide. 


A NATIONAL.BANK SUSPENDS. 


‘THE PRESIDENT, CASHIER, AND COL- 
ORED PORTER ABSCOND. 
Rateicu, N. C., March 27.—The Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors of the State 
National Bank publishes the following this

The Directors of the State National Bank having

to assure the public that the other banks of the city 
are not affected by this defalcation.

K. kk. STAMPS, Chairman pro tem. 
The officers of the other banks in the city an- 
nounce officially that the suspension does not 
affect their institutions. There has been nothing 


whatever in the nature of arun on the banks of 
, this city other than the plundered State National 
Bank. Contidenoce in their soundness seems to 
be absolute. The broken bank has remained 
closed to-day awaiting the coming 
the Bank Examiner, who is 
to-night or to-morrow morning. 
amount of the defaleation is variously 
estimated at from $250,000 to $340,000. The 
cash carried oft is supposed to be about $45,000, 
including $20,000 in gold, to bear whieh the 
absconders took along the colored porter of the 
bank, The trio arenow believed tobe now in Can- 
ada, having left the city Saturday afternoon for 
the North via Greenborough. 


BALTIMORE, March 27.—The State Na- 
tional Bank of Raleich was started by a wealthy 
man named Williams, with @ capital of $100,000, 
Williams assigned shares to his sons-in-law, and 

‘they, with him, became the Directors. After the 
‘death of Williams his widow became President 
of the bank and acted as euch until two or three 
years age, when she retired, and her eson- 
in-law. Cross, was elected President. The 
National Union Bank of this city always 
accommofiated ;’the Raleigh bank by 
rediscounting its paper except on 
one previous occasion, and lost nothing by the 
transactions. When in Baltimore Cashier White 
told the President of the National Union Bank 
thata national bank of New-York readily ac- 
cepted paper which had been refused by the 
Union Bank. The circulation of the closed bank 
is said to be not over $25,000, which is secured, 
but the deposits are said to be about $240,000, 
for which the stockholders are responsible.

WHO WILL SUCCEED WAITE 


NO OABINET OFFICER 10 BE 
APPOINTED. 

A GREAT DEAL OF SPECULATION WHICH 
HAS NO BASIS—LARGE APPROPRIA- 
TIONS FOR RIVERS AND HARBORS. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—It has become 
apparent to the friends of the Administration 
that the New-York TJribune is determined to 
have a good deal to say about the nomina- 
tion of a Chief-Justice of the Supreme Court. 

Within two days it has told the President that 

he must not hurry and that he must hurry. If 

he does hurry then he is to he punished by 

& rejection to show the Senate's resentment. If 

he does not make haste the business of the 

court will be delayed and of course that will 
merit censure. If the correspondent of the 

Tribune is inspired by the Republican leader 

of the Senate the dispatches on this 

subject would indicate that there is as great dif- 
ference of opinion upon it, in the Senate, as 
there is in the House about the tariff, upon 
which the Republicans have so much troublein 
reaching an agreement. The Tribune of Monday 


published a Washington dispatch in which oc-- 


curred this sentence: 


“It would be needless for the President to hur 
action, a8 the Sepate would check any haste, an 
would in any event decline to confirm any ap ointee 
until the issue of next November was decided. That 
an outgoing President, representing a party likely 
to be dismissed from power, should name the most 
important judicial head of the Government seems to 


be animpropriety which the Senate will be likely 
to resent.” 


In another dispatch on the same subject pro- 
duced in the Jribune to-day there is this sen- 
tence: 


‘Whoever the man chosen it is desirable that the 
appointment should be make promptly, not only in 
view the crowded docket of the court, but also be- 
cause the Senate will require, and ought to have, 
some time to look into the record amd examine the 
qualifications of the man nominated to this impor- 
tant office,” 

Neither of these dispatches will have. any 
effect upon the President. He fully appreciates 
the responsibility imposed upon him, both to 
supply the vacancy and to put in Chief-Justice 
Waite’s place a man of ability and character. 
He will take as much time in making a selection 
as the necessities of the case require, and he 
will give proper regard to the suggestions 
of people who are disposed from friendship and 
public spirit to help him obtain a man who will 
occupy the place with credit. He 16 not atall 
likely to call Chief-Justice Ruger from the 
Bench of the New-York Court of Ap- 
peals, and if he were to do it in con- 
sequence’ of the “ friendly relationa”’ 
alleged to be existing between the Administra- 
tion and Judge Ruger the act would certainly 
bring a} broadsmile to the face of the Judge 
Peckham and the editors of those Demo- 
cratic papers who assisted Judge Ruger in his 
futile effort to elect Judge Daniels over Peckham 
in 1886 for the eg a of demonstrating the 
unpopularity of the President in his own State. 

There are soveral things that can be depended 
upon about the Chief-Justiceship. One is that 
the President will not break up his Cabinet to 
fill the office of Chief-Justice. Several mem- 
bers of the Cabinet have been “mentioned” 
as likely te be chosen for one place or 
another in the court, but they will 
vot be called upon to surrender their present 
duties. Ex-Senator Thurman will not be appoint- 
ed because he is 75 years of age, not strong, 
aud averse to taking a publio office even if he 
could be confirmed for this place. 
Minister Phelps is also past the age 
limit fixed by the Judiciary Committee of 
the Senate, and he will not be named. Ex-Sen- 
ator McDonald, even if he were not too old, has 
become engrossed in a great many things which 
demand his personal attention, and he will 
not be appointed. There has been no 
Muewump request for the selection of a 
Mugwump for this or for any other office. 
It is not at all likely that such a request would 
be heeded. The next Chief-Justice will probably 
be a Democrut in politica, but he will be chosen 
for other reasons than his politioal opin- 
ions. The suggestion has been thrown 
out by several Democratic Senators that the Pres- 
ident shal promote Associate Justice Miller to 
the Chief Justicesbip. That would at once 
gratify Justice Miller, whois an excellent and 
popular Judge, and at the same time would en- 
able the Senators who favor this programme, to 
urge the appointment of their colleague, Attor- 
ney-General Garland, for the Associate 
Justiceship,. Mr. Garland has intimated 
that at the close of the President’s 
term he will notexpect to serve longer in the 
Cabinet. As the President is understood to 
have made up his wind not to draw upon 
his Cabinet for Justices, that cenclusion 
would appear to make the 
of Mr. Garland for any Place in 
the court extremely improbable. The Presi- 
dent has as yet done nothing in the matter ex- 
cept to read and listen to speculations’ on the 
subject. Postmaster-General Dickinson said 
te-day: “The discomfort from the public men- 
tion of my name in connection with the place of 
Chief-Justice of the Supreme Court is unspeak- 
able.’

THE SWITOHMEN’S STRIKE. 


POLICEMEN GUARDING THE BURLINGTON 
PROPERTY. 

Cuicaco, March 27.—Within the three 
days during which the switchmen of the Chica 
g0, Burlington and Quincy have been on strike 
there has been more disorder and more danger 
of violence than during the whole of the five 
weeks the old enginemen have beenidle. So 
far, to be sure, the disturbances have 
been mostly petty—coupling pins pulled 
and trains parted, lumps of coal and 
similar missiles thrown and now and then a 
wordy altercation between the ex-switch- 


men and their successors, bat in 
all of these cases thereisa chance fora skirmish 
to develop into a lively battle. Acting on this 
belief the oflictals of the Burlington have obtained 
protection from the police and increased the force 
of Pinkerton guards on the trains and about the 
yards where trouble is most likely to ocour. 
City police to-day patrolled the tracks of the 
road, dispersing crowds which gathered at Six- 
teenth-street and at Twelfth-street and West- 
ern-avenue. Between MHalstead-street and 
Western-avenue there were 60 patrolmen 
on @4uty, the authorities taking the 
ground that while they do not expect serious 
trouble they will be prepared to meet it ifit 
comes. At the viaducts the police keep people 
moving on. 

At Sixteonth-street this afternoon the strikers 
cut off the rear car of a passing freight train, 
and the car was left standing on the main track. 
A passenger train came along & little later, and 
was stopped just in time to prevent a collision. 

The switchmen make the following statement: 

‘Much has been said by the officials of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy Company about the 
switchmen quitting work without giving the com- 
pony any notitication or presenting any grievance. 

he reason the switchmen acted as they did may be 
summed up as follows: The General Superintendent, 
Mr. Besler, and the trainmaster, Mr. Pope, were 
both aware that the switchmen were dissatisfied 
with the incompetent men that were running engines 
in the switch yards. As a preof of this it is 
only necessary to instance the following: On Fri- 
day afternoon and evening, March 23, Mr. Pove re- 
quested the switchmen to go up to the trainmaster’s 
office, as Mr. Besler desired to talk with them. 
Nearly all of them went to the office and listened 
to what Mr. Besler had to say. They told him then 
and there that they could not work with the men 
who were then running the engines, enumerating 
hundreds of incidents that to all railroad men 
would prove beyond question their incompetency. 
Huudreds of times men have had to jump to savo 
their lives. Trains were constantly being run at 
the rate of 40 miles an hour right through the 
yards. The present force of switch engineers do 
not understand even the most simple signals. The 
switchmen told Mr. Besler that they could not afford 
to risk their lives any more than necessity required. 
His only reply to ail their complaints was: ‘ Have 
patience, gentiemen.’ 

The only thing they asked for was competent men, 
but they were given no assurance that the matter 
would be reinedied. It was a matter of life or death 
with them, and they quit work individually without 
any organized strike. Almost one-half of the men 
that quit work do not belong to any organization. 
There was no occasion for notification; the company 
were fully aware of the complaints and made no 
move to remedy the existing state of affairs. 
‘The officials were. notitied by nearly all the 
men that they would not work with these men, and 
they acted in quitting the same as they did in no- 
tifying thern—as individuals. The switchmen of 
the entire Burlington system were in the same con- 
dition that the Chicago switchmen were, and acted 
in the same manner. 

“Inasmuch as the engineers and firemen, through 
their proper officers, offered before their strike, 
since, and do now offer, to submit the whole matter 
pertaining to the strike to a committee of three 
lInanagers of any three first-class roads running into 
Chicago, we cannot see the — in asking men to 
sacrifice their lives aud limbs upon the altar of any 
man’s petty pride or self-importance.” 

Including aforce of men frem the Reading 
district, who arrived to-day, the Burlington has 
secured 60 new switchmens at this point. No 
night gang was put to work this even- 
ing, the chances of a riot being con- 
sidered promising enough to make night 
work hazardous just at present. Most 
of what switching was done to-day was done 
by crews made up about equally of new men, 
volunteers, and yardmasters and their as- 
sistants. In the lumber district things 
are practically at a standstill. One stock 
train came in at the stock yards over 
the Chicago, Burlingten and Quiacy to-day, and 
one train of miscellaneous merchandise was 
sent out. That practically finished the work 
of the day, as the Burlington is doing lit- 
tle business there. About a dozen officers 
met the stock train a few miles out and rode in 
with it. From the Twelfth-street yard two 
trains were made up and sent out, and at the 
Sixteenth-street yard even less was doing. Pas- 
senger traffic ia not disturbed. 

The Chairman of the Grievance Committees of 
the engineers on the roads entering Chicago 
held along and secret session in this city to-day. 
There is a general belief that a new move is 
being considered and that aconvention of the 
brotherhood is likely to be called very 
soon. Such a convention would devote 
its attention to questions whieh have 
grown out of the ‘“Q” strike, and the 
strikers beyond doubt would be glad to see it 
called, for as mattera stand to-nicht the Burling- 
ten Company is getting the better of the battle 
in spite of the aid which the switchmen have 
given the engineers and flremen by going out 
on a strike of their own, and to a certain extent 
tying up the road for a time,

LINcOLN, Neb., March 27. — Twelve 
switchmen employed by the Burlington and 
Missourt Railroad Company in this sity quit 
work this morning. Of this number seven 
claimed to have quitto attend as delegates a 
meeting of the striking firemen. I'wo gave sick- 
ness as their excuse, while three admitted that 
they were on a strike. The company employs 
about 50 switchmen in this city, and as they 
have already employed some new men, their 
business is not seriously interrupted. The night 
crews began work to-night as usual, but there is 
a feeling of uneasiness among the Burlington 
and Missouri officials, and they are evidently ex- 
pecting a general strike momentarily.

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OOUNTY FUNDS MISSING. 


A DEFICIENCY FOUND OF NEARLY 
FIFTY-TWO THOUSAND DOLLARS. 
Battimore, Md., March 27.—A special 
dispatch to the American from Upper Mul- 
borough, Md., to-night says: “The treasury of 
Prince Georges County is ina queer condition, 
and there seems to be no doubt that the funds 
have been badly managed. When the new 
board of County Commissioners went into the 


office last Fall they suspected something was' 


wrong, and began to look into the matter. 
About a month ago the Commissioners em- 
ployed anexpert, who examined the reports 
that had been made during the years in which 
they thought these irrégularities existed. In 
the year 1868 William A. Jarboe heid the 


office of Treasurer of the County. He held this 
office, with its powers enlarged by the Legis- 
lature, till 1879, when John G. Hall was elected. 
Hall held the office till February, 1886, when he 
died, and James T. Perkins, one of Hall’s bondse- 
men, was made Trustee to finish up Hall’s bus- 
iness. Nelson Jarboe, the sou of William A., 
was then appointed by the Governor to fill out 
the unexpired term of Hall. He served the 
term, and James T. Perkins, one of Hall’s bonds- 
men aud the only Republican ou the ticket, was 
elected County Treasurer. 

“The expert when he had finished the exami- 
nation of the accounts reported that there was 
unaccountea for $51,889 ¥8. There arb a num- 
ber of people who say it went into the Demo- 
cratic campaign fund. There is not the slight- 
est trace to be found of it. After this report had 
been made the County,Commissioners notified 
the bondsmen af Hall to come before them at 
their first meeting, which was last Monday.

A BLAOK EYHK FOR KEIFER. 


THE DELEGATES FROM HIS:OWN COUNTY 
REFUSE TO HAVE’ HIM. 

CotumBus, Ohio, March 27.—The. Dis- 
trict Convention at Springfield to-day was a 
most exciting one, and Gen. Keifer received an- 
other black eve in the effort to again win polit- 
ical honors, There is more comment here in 
legislative and political circles over the outcome 
of the convention than is ordinarily indulged in 
because of the prominence of the gentlemen 
aspiring for the honor of being delegates to the 


Republican National Convention. With a view 
of making himself more solid the ex-Speaker 
made public a portion of a letter received from‘ 
Senator Sherman, which reads: 

“Itis extremely important for you to be there. 
At the same time I don’t see how [oan take anv 
positive part in the selection of the delegates except 
to express, a8 I have done several times, my hope 
that you and Lawrence may be the delegates.” 

Both Keifer and Lawrence were pronounced 
candidates, and each —— the advocacy of 
Mr. Sherman’s claims, but Gen. Keifer soon dis- 
covered this afternvon that he had lost his hold 
upon the Republicans of this district. At the 
first caucus of bis own county delegation the ex- 
Speaker refused to be bound by its action, and 
therefore nothing was done. At the second cau- 
cus he withdrew from his candidacy in favor of 
John Foos, and in a closing speech urged the re- 
election of Judgé Lawrence. 

A very exciting time followed, after which 
John Feos of Clark, Festus Walters of Pickering, 
and Judge Lawrence of Logan were named for 
national delegates. The-election was made on 
the tiret ballot, it standing: Foos, 180; Walters, 
119; Lawrence, 79. Thia 1s a black eye for 
Keifer, as he urged the selection of Lawrence. 
Resolutions were adopted indorsing Gen. Ken- 
pedy and Senator Sherman, and the delegates 
were instructed to stand by Sherman as long as 
he had a chance for the Presidency. Gen. Ken- 
nedy was renomivated without opposition. 


KOOTENAIS ON THE WARPATH. 


THE RESULT OF LYNCHING TWO IN- 
DIAN MURDERERS. 

Buttr, Montana, March 27.—A few days 
ago word was received that the settlers north of 
Fiathead Lake had discovered the murder of 
three white men committed last Summer by 
Kootenai Indians, and had armed themselves to 


xo insearch of and punish the murderers. It 
would seem that they had accomplished their 
purpose, for u letter containing the following 
extract was reeeived from a resident of that 
section yesterday: 

“ Hore we ure ail up at Lakinson on account of 
the Kvotenai scare. All the families from Eliiott’s 
down, except Henry Bartlett’s, arehere. Those 
above Elliott’s, on this side, have gone to the 
Sheldon schoolhouse. Those on the east side 
have retired to Ashley. The trouble arose from 
the lynehing of the Indian murderers at Pennis 
Mills, Though nothing definite has beon learned 
it is understood that the Kootenusis have taken 
the warpath. A squad of men from Sselish is 
guarding the Point of Roeks; another from our 
own party is defending the Los Ferry, and we 
are seeing tothe Big Ferks forts. Don’t be wor- 
ried, for we do not expect serious trouble. 
Nothing has been heard trom that section since 
then, and it is presumed that there have been no 
active hostilities. Still the Kootenais are a re- 
vengeful tribe, and if provoked would scarcely 
be above taking a few white scalps if opportu- 
nity offered. 
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A MAGISTRATE SHOOTS HIMSELF. 

NEW-ORLEANS, March 27.—Alexander P. 
Keller had tilled the offico of Recorder of the 
Bixth City District Court for many years, and 


has been an honest and faithful magistrate. At 
the Democratic primaries last week he failed of 
a renomination through the defection of sup- 
posed friends. This fact troubled him exceed- 
ingly, and to-day, after olosing his court, 
he sat down and wrote a_ kindly letter 
to his wife, and then placed a revolver to his 
right breast and fired.

THE NEW CHINESE TREATY 


MADE PUBLIO WITHOUT THE 
SENATE'S OONSENT. 


IT ABSOLUTELY PROHIBITS THE IMMI- 
GRATION OF LABORERS—TEXT OF 
THE TREATY AND MR. BAYARD’S 
LETTER OF EXPLANATION. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—On March 16, 
nearly a fortnight;ago, the President transmit- 
ted to the Senate the treaty just completed by 
the Secretary of State and the Chinese Minister 
for the exclusion of Chinese laborers. The 
President made the-request in his message to 
the Senate that, in view of the public interest in 
the subject, the treaty should be published. The 
request has not yet been complied with. While 
the Senate is making up its mind about the mat- 
ter, it may be interesting, to the readers of THE 
TIMES to know what the President and Secretary 
Bayard have to say about the treaty and to 
read the treaty itself. The letter of the Presi- 
dent transmitting the treaty is as follows: 

To the Senale: ° 

I have the honor to transmit herewith and 
recommend for your constitutional approval @ 
convention signed and concluded in this city on 
the 12th inst, under my direction, between the 
United States ana China, for the exclusion here- 
after of Chinese laborers frem coming into this 
country. The treaty is accompanied by a let- 
ter from the Secretary of State in recital oft 
its provisions and explanatory of the 
reasons for its negotiation, and with it 
are transmitted sundry documents giving 
the history of events connected with the pres- 
ence and treatment of Chinese subjects in the: 
United States. In view of the public interest 
which has for a long time been manifested in re- 
lation to the question of Chinese immigration, it 
would seom advisable tnat the fulltext of this: 
treaty should be made publis, and I[ respectfully, 
recommend that an order to that effect be mad# 
by your honorable body. 

GROVER CLEVELAND.

The following is the letter of Secretary Bayar® 
accompanying the treaty: 
To the President: 


I have the honor to transmit herewith, with a. 
view of ita being communicated to the Senate 
for its advice and consent, a convention provid- 
ing for the absolute prohibition of the coming 
of Chinese laborers into tne United States, 
which was concluded in this city on the 12th 
inst. by me, under your instructions and author-: 
ity, and by the Chinese Minister at this capital) 
under the imperial authority of China. 

Shortly after the advent of your Administra, 
tion it was considered advisable, in view of the 
popular discontent in the States bordering upon, 
the Pacific, growing out of the presence there 
of Chinese laborers and their obvious lack of as- 
similation with the sympathies, habits, and in- 
teresta of our own oitizens and the demon-: 
strated inefficiency of the statutes intended to. 
restrict their coming to us, that an effort should! 
be made to procure the desired relief by, 
obtaining the consent and co-operative ac-' 
ticn’ of China by means of an amended 
treaty, and thus avoid the necessity of a resart 
to separate legislation, which, without the co- 
operative assistance of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, would be less effectual and might also be 
open to exception as being in conflict: with or 
derogation of the atipulations of existing 
conventions, and possibly of impairing our 
good understanding with as triendily 
power. _ The. temporary absence from 
the United States in 1885 and the: subse- 
quent iliness of jthe then Chinese Minister un- 
avoidably delayed negotiations, but upon the 
arrival of his successor, the present Minister, 
Chang Yen Hoon, propositions were speedily 
submitted to him for a convention absolutely 
prohibiting the immigration of Chinese laborers, 
and after some further delay, arising froma 


visit made by him to Europe last Summer, tho 
treaty herewith transmitted has been concluded. 

By this arrangement we have secured the co- 
operation of China in the main purpose and ob- 
ject of the treaty, which is plainly stated in the 
tirst article of the convention to be the absolute 
prohibition of Chinese laborers from coming 
into the United States for 20 years, and its ro- 
newal thereafter for a similar period, unless no- 
tice shall have been given as provided in Article 
VI. This precludes the return of any Chinese 
laborers who are not now in this country 
and forbids the coming into the United 
States of Chinese laborers from any 
quarter whatsvever. From this = inhibi- 
lion are exeepted any Chinese laborer 
who has a lawful wife, child, or parent in the 
United States or property therein of the value 
of $1,000, or of debts of like amount due him 
and pending settlement. Considerations of 
humanity and justice require these exceptions 
to be made, for no law should overlook the ties 
of family, aud the wages of labor are entitied 
to just protection. Judging also by the statistics 
of the class in question and from general ex- 
perience such exvepted cases will be practical- 
ly few in number, infrequent, and easily 
eapable of such regulations as might prevent 
abuse. 

The regulation and control of the issue of such 
certificates of return will be wholly in the banda 
of United States offieials, and power to prescribe 
other laws at discretion may be exercised by the 
United States. Such right for return is for a lim- 
ited period, and the certificates are invalidated 
by the perpetratien of frauds in connection 
with their prosurement or use, and the United 
States are free to adopt such measures as may 
become advisable to check or punish any abuse. 
In the course of late litigation in 
the United States courts in Califor 
nia, arising out ot the ~~ contested 
claims of certain Chinese laborers to return t¢ 
the United States under the certificates now pro: 
vided by law, 1t has been pertiuently suggested 
by the learned Judges Before whom the cases 
were tried that the detailed information con- 
tained in the certificates themselves, as now 1s- 
sued to the Chinese, furnished the means of 
fraudulent entry of Chinese laborers to whom 
such ocertiticates have been fraudulently 
transferred and who are not entitled ta 
come to the United States; and it hag 
been pointed out that if all the facta 
requisite for complete identification of the de- 
parting Chinamen were retained in the United 
States official custody, and a paper containing 
only a simple number and properly marked, 
signed and countersigned by the oilicials, were 
furnished, the means of detecting and prevent- 
ing fraud in the transter of the certiticate would 
be given and the present abuses made almost 
impossible of oceurrence. ; 

ixisting treaty privilegesof travel andsojourn 
in the United States to Chinese officials, teach- 
ers, students, merchants, and travelers for curi- 
osity and pleasure, remain undisturbed, as well 
as the transit right of laborers, strictly to be 
exercised under United States regulations. 

The stipulations of the third article of the 
treaty of 1880 provided for the extension of tha 
full protection of the persons and property of 
Chinese subjects of all classes that 1s given by 
laws of the United States to the most favored 
nation, and by the terms of that article the 
United States alse agrees to exert all its power 
to secure such protection to the persens and 
property of Chinese subjects in the United 
States. It cannot ustly be alleged 
that any discrimination has been made 
against the Chinese by the laws of the 
United States, nor that they have been denied 
or obstructed in their access to avenues of pub- 
lic remedial justice, which are open to all per- 
sone alike without distinction of race or nation- 
ality; but the fact remains that for reasons 
heretofore stated in the message of the Presi- 
dent to Congress in relation to the Rock 
Springs indemnity, there has been a fail- 
ure of justice in the repression and 

unishment of crime, the lawless vio- 
ence, of which Chinese were the victims, 
owing to the mingled causes of race prejudice, 
labor rivalry, their peculiar habits and segrega- 
tion from other nationalities. The ill-treatment 
to which Cninese laborers have been subjected 
by lawless and cruel men in certain scantily- 
setttled and remote regious of our jurisdiction, 
where they are practically beyond the reach of 
the protectiug arm of law, has been a subject of 
just complaint by their Government, as well as 
Mortification and sorrow to our own; and Con- 
gress heretofore, in the case of the Rook Springs 
massacre in Wyoming Territory, in view of all 
the oireumstances, has made voluntary appro- 
priations for the relief of the sufferers and 
their families. The distribution of Governmental 
powers under our system forbids the assumption 
of local police control by the Federel authority, 
except in the cases provided for by the Consti- 
tution, wherein State and local Governments

S.ates is wholly inadmissable as recited 
in Article V. of the treaty now submitted, yet it 
is competent for this Government, in humane 
consiaeration of those occurrences 80 discredit- 
able to the community in which they bave taken 
place, and outside of the punitive powers of the 
National-Government, to make voluntary and 
generous provisions for thoss who have been 
Innocent Victims of iawless violence within our 
borders, und to that en, following the dictates 
of bumanity,and, it may be added, the exawple 
of the Chinese Government in sundry 
causes where American citizens who were 
the subjects of mob violence in China 
bave been indemnified by that Govern- 
went. The present treaty provides tor the pay- 
ment of a vii vi moneys, to be received as full 
indemnity forall such Josses and injury  sus- 
tained by Chinese sul:jecis in the United States, 
to be received aud distributed by the Chinese 
Minister at this capital. This payment will, in 
BR measure, remove the reproach to our civiliza- 
tion caused by the crimes referred to, aa well as 
redress grievanees so seriously complained of 
by the Chinese representative, and unquestion- 
ably will also reflect most beneficially upon the 
welfare of the American residents in China. 

I submit herewith a tist of the claims from 
time to time presented to this department 
through the Chinese Minister, in which the de- 
taiis of the injuries inflicted are set forth. Re- 
specstfully submitted, T. F. BAYARD.

TEXT OF THE TREATY. 

The following is the full text of the 
éreaty: 

Whereas, On the 17th day of November, A. D., 
1880, a treaty was concluded between the 
United States and China for the purpose of regu- 
lating, limiting, or suspending the coming of 
Chinese laborers to and their residence in the 
United States; and 


Whereas, The Government of China, in view of 


the antagonisms and much deprecated and se- 
rious disorders to which the presence of Chinese 
laborers have given rise in certain parts of the 
Untted States, desires to prohibit the emigration 
of such laborers from China to the United States; 
and 

Whereas, the Government of the United States 
and the Government of China desire to co-op- 
erate in prohibiting suoh emigration, and to 
streugihen in other ways tre bends of friend- 
ship between the two countries. 

Now, therefore, the Preeident of the United 
States has appointed Thomas F. Bayard, Secre- 
tary of State of the United States, as his Pleni- 
potentiary, and his Imperial Majesty the Em- 
peror of China has appointed Chang Yen Heon, 
Minister of the Third Rank of the Imperial 
Court, Civil President of the Board of Imperial 
Cavalry, an’? Envoy Extraordinary and Minis- 
ter Pienipotentiary, a8 his Plenipotentiary, and 
the said Plenipotentiaries having exhibited their 
respective full powers, found tu be in due and 
good form, have agreed upon the tollowing 
articles: 

ARTICLE JI. The high contracting parties agree 
that for a period of 20 yeara, beginning with the 
date of the exchange of the ratifications of this 
souvention, the coming, except under the condl- 
tions hereinatter specified, of Chiness laborers 
to the United States of America shall be pro- 
hibited. 

ARTICLE II, The preceding article shall not 

apply to the return to the United States of 
America of a Chinese laborer who has a lawful 
wite, child, or parent in the United Staies of 
Amecrica, or property therein of the value of 
$1,009, or of debts of jiike amount due him and 
pending settlement. Nevertheless every Chi- 
nese laborer shall, before ieaving the United 
States of America, deposit, as a condition of his 
return, With the Collector of Customs forthe dis- 
trict from whieh be departs, afuil description 
in writing of kis family or property or debts, 
as vforesaid, and shall be furnished by said 
Collector with sueh certificate of bia right to 
return under this treaty as the laws of the 
United Statea of America may now or hereafter 
presertbe, and wot Inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of the treaty; and shonld the writ- 
ien description aforesaid be proved to 
be false, tne rigit of return there- 
under, ec of continued residence or 
return, Shall in each case be forfeited. And such 
right of return tothe Cited States shall be ex- 
ereised within one year of date of leaving the 
United States of America; but sueb right to re- 
turn to the United States of America may be 
extended fo an additional perio!, not to 
exceed One year, iu cascs where, by 
reason of Rickness or other canee of 
disavnity, suen Chinese laborer shall be 
rendered unable sooner to return, which fact 
shali Le fully reported to the Chinese Consul at 
the port of departure, and by him certitied to 
ihe satisfaction of the Collector of the Port at 
whiecd auch Chinese svbject shall land in the 
United States of Aiuerica. 
{li. The provisions of this conven- 
tion shall not affect the righte at present en- 
jored of Chinese subjects, being officials, 
leachera, students, merchants, or travelera, for 
curiosity or pleasure, but not laborers, of 
culming to the United States of America and 
residing iberein. Vo entitle such Chinese Bub- 
ieci8 as are above’ described admission 
nio the United States of America they 
may produce certificates from their Government 
or the Government where they, bave resided, 
wssued by the diplomatic or consular represenia- 
vive of the United States of America in the 
suuLtry or port whcoece they depart. It is also 
agreed thai Chinese laborers slall continue 
to enjoy tae privilege of transit across 
the territory of the United States of America in 
the course of their journey to or from other 
rountries, Subject to such regulations by the 
Government of the United States of America as 
way bo necessary to prevent euch privilege of 
transit from being abused. 

AnticLe IV. In pursuance of Article IIT. of 
the immigration treaty between the Uuited 
Atates and China, signed at Pekin on tie 17th 
lay of Novembcr, 1880, itis hereby understood 
abd agreed that Chinose laborers or Chinese of 
any Other class, either permanently or tewpora- 
rliy ln the United States, shall bave for the pro- 
tection of their persons and property all rights 
that are given by the laws of the United States 
to citizens of the most favored nation, except 
the right to become naturalized citizeps. And 
the Government of the United States reaffirms 
its oblivation as stated in said Article III. to as- 
sert all its powers to Secure protection te the 
persons and property of all Chinuse subjects in 
the United States. 

ARTICLE V. Whereas, Chinese subjects, being 
{fn remote and unsettled regions in the United 
States, have been the victimes of injury in their 
persons and property at the hands of wicked 
und lawless men, which unexpected events the 
Chinese Governinent regrets, and for which 
it has claimed indemnity, the legal obligation of 
which the Government of the United Sr:ates 
denies, and, whereas, the Government of the 
United States huwanely considering these in- 
juries, and bearing in mind the firm and 
ancieut friendship between the United States 
and China which the high contracting parties 
wish to cement, is desirous of alleviating the 
exceptional and deplorable sufferings and losses 
to which the aforesaid Chinese Bave been sub- 
jected; therefore, the United States, with- 
put reference to the questions of la- 
bility therefor, (whieh as a lexal obligation 
it denies,) agrees to pay, on or hefore 
the lst day of March, 1889, the sum of $276,- 
619 75 to the Chinese Minister at this capital, 
who shall accept the same on belalf of this 
Government as full indemnity for all losses sus- 
tained by Chinese subjects as aforesaid, and 
shall distributes the said money among the said 
sufferers and their relatives. 

ARTICLE Vi. This convention shall remain in 
force for aperiod of 20 years, beginning with 
the Gate of the exchange of ratifications; and 
If, sixth months before the expiration of the 
said period of 20 years, neither Government 
phail formally have given notice of its termina- 
tion to the other, it shall remain in full force 
for another like period of 20 years.

AN ELEVATED ROAD FOR COHIOAGO. 

CuiIcaGo, March 27.—It now looks as if 
the plan for an elevated road on the south side 
had a backbone. The city ordinance for the 
road as amended requires the tracks to be situ- 


ated adjacent to and parallel with an alley, and 
the uncerstanding vow is that the property east 
of the alley, between Wabash-aveuus and State- 
Btreet, will be used, and the promise is made 
that, instead of its taking two years to complete 
the road, it will be completed in half the time 
and bein operation. The ordinance will be for- 
warded to New-York at once for examination 
there, and if it is found perfect as to legal details 
there will be no delay whatever in pushing the 
improvement. In Aldermanic circles the ordi- 
nance is regarded as one of the most stringent 
ever passed, and it is important as establishing 
a precedent to elevated railroad enterprises for 
the future. It means that roads of the kind will 
hereafter be required to buy their right of way, 
instead of using the streets. The company does 
wot like the ordinance, but will accept it.

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RISING AGAINST DICTATION 


THE BREWERS 
THEIK OWN: BUSINESS. 
TAKING A STAND AGAINST THE UNIONS 
AND RECOGNIZING THEIR EMPLOYES 

ONLY AS INDIVIDUALS. 


The attempted dictation on the part of 
the Journeymen Brewers’ Unions to their bosaes 
has aroused the United States Brewers’ Associa- 
tion to take a firm stand and practically resolve 
to have nothing more todo with the unions of 
their employes, and hereafter to treat the men 
as individuals. The result was the publication 
of acircular yesterday announcing this action 
and explanatory of the position it is intended to 
maintain. 

The action of the Brewers’ Assoctation is not 
of recent thought alone. At the convention in 
St. Louis Jast Fall the matter was fully dis- 
cussed,andjthe dictation of the Knights of Labor 
and the affiliated associations of brewers’ em- 
ployesin tneir labor contracts was considered 
unbearable. The issuance of the circular was 
more fully decided upon, however, at a confer- 
ence of President Miles of the Brewers’ Asso- 
Ciatiun and others at New-Haven, when the 
policy decided upon, as represented in the oir- 
cular, was outlined in THE TIMES. 


The proclamation of the brewers 18 as follows: 


To BREWERY EMPLOYEES AND THE PUBLIC 
GENERALLY: Owing to a lack of unity on one 
side and concerted coercive action on the other, 
the brewers in nearly all the large centres of 
the trade submitted to the dictates of the Brew- 
ery Workingmen’s Union as to the employment, 
discharge, treatment, compensation, and work- 
ing time of their help. The false position into 
which the brewers were forced, much against 
their inclination and better judgment, could uot 
failto bring its evil fruits, and, after ap expe- 
rience of nearly 18 months, it has become un- 
bearable.* We are, therefore, determined as a 
body to throw off the onerous burden, and to 
again agssanme that legitimate controlof our 
business affairs to which an equitable division 
of the respective rights and duties of capital and 
labor entitles us. 

In forming this resolution we do not deny to 
labor the right to organize—a right which we 
claim and exercises ourselves as employers; nor 
do we leave out of sight, or regret, the tendenc 
of the times tasecure tothe workingman, throug 
united eftort, amelioration of his lor. In this we 
are sincere, and we assure our employes, labor 
unions, aud the public generally that we are 
not governed in our present action by the desire 
or intention to abridge or to abrogate any fair 
conceseion as to hours of labor and recompense 
therefor which we have made to our workmen 
under former agreements, Furthermore, the in- 
fluence of the United States Brewers’ Associa- 
tion upon local associations and individual mem- 
bers will be exerted in the interest of brewery 
cinployes throughout the country, to the end 
that no real grievance may go unremedied. Ex- 
isting agreements not violated by the workmen 
will be strictly carried out on the part of the 
empioyers, but On their expiration bo new 
aureements wili be made, excepting only indi- 
vidual agreements between empluyer aud em- 
ploye. 

Tirst and foremost, wo base this action on the 
inalienable rigbt of every man touct as a tree 
avent 80 lung as his actions do bot infringe on 
the rights and privileges of others, The terins 
of these labor contracts interfere with the free 
exercise of this perogativea by denying to the 
workmiui the right to sell bis labor when, how, 
aud to whom lhe pleases, and by withholding 
from the emptoyer the privilege of choosing his 
help to lus liking in the open labor market from 
those willing to accept his offer of terms and 
conditions; to hire and discharge his help te 
suit his own judgment, and to deal with em- 
ployes -ccording to individual merit. 

But, apart from this fundamental cause, we 
have other motives ani reasons for our deter- 
mination to insisi, hereafter, upoy dealing with 
our einployes without the interterence of Brew 
ery Workingmen’s Unions. The uuwonted power 
conceded to these unions has in iunumerable in- 
stances been atused for the perpetration of 
tyrannical exactions and petty, humiliating an- 
noyances. Stipnlations have been broken with 
{mpunity; men discharzed as objectionable have 
been forced back upon thaeiremployers, and boy- 
cott and strike have been rashly threatened 
and declared when resistance to such 
and other irresponsible actiona was at- 
temptea. On a comparatively small number 
of men the leaders in the National 
and Local Brewery Workingmen’s Unious, rests 
the responsibility for the misdirection and will- 
ful abuse.of the power mistakenly granted to 
these organizations in the settlement of labor 
questions. A much graver responsiility, how- 
ever, do these men assume, When they proati- 
tute their sway over the minds and actions of 
brewery workmen, by drawing them into affilia- 
tien with Anarchism, upon which every loyal 
citizen looks with condempation and abhorrence. 

In view of these facta and considerations we 
have adopted the following resolutions, to wit: 

Resolved, That at the expiration of existing con- 
tracts no new ayreements shall be made with any 
Brewery Workingmen’s unions. . 

Resolved, That we ass#re our employes and the 
public that this action is not taken tor the purpose 
of reducing the present scale of wages or lengthon- 
ing the time of labor, although we are paying t -day, 
for the hours of work and kindof labor required, 
higher wages than are pald iu any other industry. 

kesolved, That we fur. her assure our workmen 
thar, while we recognize their right to secure to 
themselves all the legitimate benefits to be derived 
from association and co-operation, wa wust insist 
that their etforts in this direction nrust be limited to 


that point. where they begin to infringe upon the 
rights of others. 

Resolved, Vhatif the carrying out of these resolu- 
tions should lead to strikes, we faithfully promise to 
the workmen remaining with us, and to those who 
lake the places made vacant by such st ikes, full 
protection and continuance vf employment as long 
as they perform their duties satistactorily; and that 
in making this promise we state distinctly that this 
protection will be extended to all employes irre- 
spective of nationality. 

Resolved, Vhat as law-abiding citizens of this coun- 
try we express our abhorrence of Anarchism, and 
protest, in the name of the brewers of this country 
aud of thousands of loyal workingimen employed by 
them, against the injustice of having a stigma at. 
tached to our trade tn the public mind on account of 
Auarchical sympathies manifested by brewery 
workingmen’s unions. 

For the purpose of making these. resolutions 
effective we hereby bind ourselves to mutual 
support and protection, and reaffirm our ad- 
herence te the following pledge: 

Recognizing the great importance of mutual 
protectiou against attempts of unjustifiable en- 
cToachments upon our rights as employers by of- 
ganized labor, and further recognizing the fact that 
the competition among brewers can be made to fur- 
nish the stronxest weapon aginst us, we hereby 
heartily indorse the resolutions adopted by the 
Board of Trustees at their meeting in St. Louis on 
the 19th of May, 1486, and in conformity with such 
resolutions we hereby promise and agree, and bind 
ourselves by our signatures to a faithful perform- 
ance of the coveuvant, that we shall not take ad- 
vantage of the misfortune of any competing brewer 
whoisaparty to this agreement, and whose busi- 
ness is suffering by reason of a strike, boycott, lock- 
out, or similar consequences of labor troubles; but 
shall, on notification by the Secretary of the United 
States srewers’ Association, refuse to furnish beer, 
ale, or porter to the customers of such brewer, and 
sliall request our respective agents to act in har- 
mony Wilh this agreement. 

Fully convinced that the course we have 
adopted is one in the true interests of both em- 
ployer and employe, we confidently rely upon 
our workinen and the public generally to gus- 
tain us in it.

For two years past the Local Brewers’ Associ- 
ation of this clty, which includes brewers in 
Westchester, Brovklyn, Staten Island, and a 
partof New-Jersey, has made contracts with 
Jourueymen Brewers’ Union, and Ale and Por- 
ter Brewers’ No. 1 in regard to wages and other 
matters. Besides, there was a clause which pro- 
vided that diff"'rences between employes and 
euployers should be settled by a board of arbi- 
tration made up from committees of both asso- 
ciations. The agreement expires April 15, and 
after that date there will be no more agreements 
minade. 

Anew agreement had been prepared on the 
partof the journeywen. It is said to contain a 
clause that von-union Goal, or non-union-made 
or even walt, should not be 
used—a clause that the brewers could not pos- 
sibly adopt or agree to. 

The members of the Brewers’ Association do 
not anticipate any trouble. They say they have 
no objection to organized labor, but that there 
is a point bepond which it cannot justly go. 

Ernat Kurzen Noble, Secretary of the Brew- 
era’ Union, (Journeymen,) said that the circular 
had been sent to all the breweries and widely 
circulated, The union would meet Sunday, 
when the plan of the busses would be discussed 
and action decided upon. The union’s Execu- 
tive Committee was to have met with the 
Brewers’ Association this week, Wednesday or 
Thursday. The officers of the journeymen’s 
union consider ths action of the bosses simply a 
big biulf, and advise their members to keep 
quist and say nothing. Their word yesterday 
was that the bosses were more afraid of the 
journey men’s unions than the journeymen were 
of the bosses. 

The decision of the Brewers’ Association cov- 
ers the whole country. In this city ane vicinity 
there are 65 breweries which would be affected 
by astrike. Thero 1s good six weeks’ stock of 
beer on hand, however, in case trouble—not now 
anticipated—should arise. 

Many of the union mombers hardly believe 
thet the boas brewers are serious in the matter, 
and think thatit is only @ threat on their part 
to frigbten the unions and make them take 
oft the boycott from Milwaukee beer, which, the 
men say, is telling very severely on the brewers 
in that place. This boycott, they say, is the 
real motive that prompted the issuance of the 
circular. Will the men a on strike if the 
boss brewers positively refuse to make auy con- 
tracts with the unions? Probably they will, 
but perhaps they will not, and then the same 
method of warfare will be adopted against the 
New-York boss brewers as is being carried 
on against those of Milwaukee. The men 
may continue to work and support them- 
selves while the beer is boycotted. Tho only 
ditiiculty, however, will be to dissuade working- 
men from drinking beer. An effort will be made 
by an appeal to all .workingmen and their 
families to abstain from 
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heer. or st laast mon. .

OBITUARY. 


im™ EDMUND DWYER GRAY. 
Edmund Dwyer Gray, a distinguished 
member of the Irisn Parliamentary Party, died 
n Dublin last night of heart disease. Mr. Gray 
was Lord Mayor of Dublin in 1880, and was 
Chairman of the Dublin Mansion House Com- 
mittee, whichin that year collected £180,000 
for the relief of distress in Ireland. At the time 


‘of bis death he represented the St. Stephen’s 


Green division of Dublin in Parliament. He 
represented Tipperary for several years, and 


afterward sat for Carlow County. He was pro- 
prietor of the Frecian’s Journal and the Belfast 
Morning News. Mr. Gray was born in Dub- 
lin in 1845. He was the son of Sir 
John Gray, an active citizen of Dublin, 
from whom the Freeman's Journal descended. 
On Ang. 16, 1882, while the freedom of the tf 
of Dublin was being conferred, in the City Hall, 
upon Mr. Parnell and Mr. Dillon, against whose 
fiuprisonment at the beginning of February Mr. 
Gray had protested in the House of Commons, 
considerable excitement was caused by the ar- 
rival of the news that Mr. Gray, then serving as 
High Sheriff, had been fined and imprisoned by 
Mr. Justice Lawson for contempt of court, for 
publishing an article writtem by himself upon 
the conduct of a jury which had condemned a 
man named Haynes to death. Mr. Gray was 
contined in prison for two months, while the 
fine (£500) was paid by public subscription. It 


was while Mr. Gray was Chairman of the Man- 
sion House Committee that he came into fierce 
collision with James Carey, whom he exposed 
for an attempted fraud upon the corporation, 
and who thenceforth was 
relentless enemy.

Willis-avenue, on Moniay, was born in New-Jeracy 
in 1806. His entire life, with the exception of a 
few years passed in the West m boyliood, was spent 
in New-York City. In 1824 he joined the Tompkins 
Guard, afterward the City Guard, which organiza. 
tion was subsequently merged ipto the Old Guard 
to —_ old memories, At his death he was 
the oldest registered member of the (‘ld Guard. He 
was always @ constant atteudant at all its meetings 
anil parades, and was greatly respected by all its 
members, 


A cable dispatch announces the death yester- 
day of Barghash Bin Said, the Sultan of Zanzibar. 
He was vorn in 1835, and succeeded his brother, 
Seyyid Majid,in 1370. He represented the Arabian 
dynasty which has ruled over Zanzibar for more 
than a hundred years. The Sultau was the all- 
powerful pro ector of the slave trade in Africa 
until 1873, when he eatered into a treaty with Great 
Britain, represented by Sir Bartle Frére, acquiesc- 
lug in the efforts of that country to a sta the 
inhuman trafic. The Sultan did pot display much 
energy in carrving out his part of the contract, but 
it was a great deal to have his nominal support, and 
when in 1475 he visited Kngland he was made a 
lion by her Majesty’s Government. He also visited 
Paris at this time, and before finally leaving Eng- 
Jand he concluded a second trea y, under which he 
really did some efficient work in the line of sup- 
Eresdiog the slave trade. As Sultan of Zanzivar, 
Jarghash Bin Sat has been brongutinto contact 
with all the African explorera who have passed 
through hie country to reach the interior, and his 
aid has been freely given them in ig aba for 
their journey, and for this reason he was more 
wiiely known tothe outside world than any other 
of the small African potentaies.

DISCUSSING MIND CURE. 


ONE OF ITS ADVOCATES BEFORE THE 
NINETEENTH CENTURY CLUB. 


The subdued lights in the assembly room 
of the Metropolitan Opera House shed a truly 
Lenten lustre last evening over the white necks, 
arms, and shoulders of a half hundred ladies 
and over the immaculate shirt fronts of as many 
gentiemen. All these were members or guests 
of the Nineteenth Century Club, assembled to 
hear a discussion of the mind cure, So much in- 
terest was there ip the subject that, despite the 
heavy rain outside, every seat was occupied and 


many were standing in arched entrances and 
window embrasures. 

Miss Lydia Bell apneared for the mind cure. 
She is still in her yonth, of dark complexion and 
irregular features, aud was evidently a stranger 
to such an audience, for she started 1m with her 
paper in a nervous, halting manner, creating 
thereby an upfavorable impression which, how- 
ever, sbe overcame in some degree later on, 
when she had settled down tua calm exposition 
of her theories. Her voice and delivery were 
excellent, every word beiny distinctiy heard by 
every one present. She went into a minute an- 
alvais of the differences between the philoso- 
phies of Piato and Aristotle, and outlined the dis- 
tinctions between realism andnomiualism. Then 
she went oninto an analysis of the theory of 
evolution. An hour of reading had passed 
with scarce a word of explanation as to how 
such metaphysical theories could bear upon a 
practical application of the mind cure to disease. 
One distinct claim was that disease is a refiec- 
tion of the mind's condition. The speaker sar 
castically referred to big, brave men being 
afraid of potatoes, as some dyspeptics are. She 
also Claimed that neuralgia and the various 
kinds of sore throat were the results of vagaries 
of the wind. 

Dr. Louise Fiske Bryson followed in a satirical 
address of 10 minutes’ duration, into which she 
introduced a dyspeptic’s prayer—a humorous 
concoction that kept the audience laughiog for 
some miuates. Then Dr. W. A. Hammond was 
called upon, and made sport of the esxay from 
start tofulshb. He would lke to have the lady, 
withour the use of Gruge or instruments, arrest 
the progress of diseases like smallpox or yellow 
fever or cure broken limbs. Mr. W. A. Purring- 
ton ended the discussion by advocating restrict- 
ive medical legislation. 

Miss Bell, in closing her side, declared that 
Dr. Hammond did not even understand the 
principles of cure, since he had prescribed qui- 
nine for his own malaria, 
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THE GREAT AMERIOAN STAKE. 

The Brooklyn Jockey Club has jumped 
to the front with a new stake and named it 
“The Great American.” The club guarantees 
that it will be worth $20,000, and the amount 
makes it the biggest stake for 2-year-olds in the 
country, with the single exception of the 
“FPuturity,’’ which, it is estimated, will be 
worth about $50,000. 

The Great American Stake for 2-year-olds, 
foals of 1887, is a sweepstakes of $50 each for 
horses entered as yearlings by April 25, 1888, or 
only $20 if declared out by Aug. 11,1888. For 


horses entered as 2-year-olds by Jan. 4, 1889, 
when the stake shall cluse, the entrance is $100 
each, or $50 if declared out by May 1, 1889; 
starters to pay $250 additional The elub ia to 
add $5,000 and to guarantee that the stakes 
shall be worth $20,000. The second is herse tu 
receive $1,500 and the third horse $500 of the 
added money. 

Any excess over $20,000 18 to be divided in 
the proportion of 50 per cent. to the nominator 
of the winuer, 30 per cent. to the nominator of 
the second horse, and 20 per cent. to the nom- 
Inator of the third borse. By filing with the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club prior to Aug. 15, 1888, 
an accepted transfer of the yearling entry, the 
nominator will be released from all liability ex- 
cept the first declaration fee of $20; the pur- 
chase will be liable for the engagement. Should 
the nominator or transferee die before the race 
is run the engagement shall not be voli provid- 
ed it be assumed ana all liabilities for-it be paid 
by the then owuer of the horse, such owner to 
entitied to all the rights of the original nom- 
nator. 


The race willbe run at the Spring meeting 
next year.

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 
| MEIERS THAT MEASURE. 


ANOTHER EFFORT TO PROTECT GAS CON- 
SUMERS OF THIS STATE. 


A committee of the Gas Consumers’ Asso- © 


ciation will leave this city to-morrow morning, 
and to-morrow afternoon will appear before the 
Judiciary Commistee of the Senate, in the 
Senate Library. The object of the trip is the 
advocacy of a bill recently introduced in the Sen- 
ate by Edward F. Reilly at the instance of the 
association. 

The main feature of the bill, which has already 
received the attention of TH TIMES, is a pro- 
vision for the appointment of a gas commission 
of three members, the appointment power to lie 
with the Governor, subject ‘to confirmation by 


the Senate, The association believes that a 
State law would give zas consumers every where 
in the State proportionate benelit, and it also be- 
lieves, in spite of the three bills which 1t suc- 
ceeded in passing in 1886 and which reduced the 
price of gas in this city to $1 25 per 1,000 feet, 
that gas consumers will never obtain the worth 
of their money until such a bill as that intro- 
duced by Senator Reilly becomes a law. Here- 
tofore the gas interests have succee’ed in pre- 
venting the enactment of euch a law, though 
they had a narrow escape in 1886, when a bill 
previding for the appointment of a» Gas Com- 
mission was passed by the Legislature ouly to be 
vetoed by the Governor. 

In the last Legislature, according to the asso- 
Clation, several bills were introduced, which, if 
enacted, would have again placed the New-Y ork 
public at the mercy of the gus companies. 

If the bill introduced by Senator Reilly be- 
comes a law a board of three Gas Commissioners 
will have jurisdiction over all companies, cor- 
porations, and persons who manufacture or sup- 

aly gas for illuminating or fuel purposes In the 

tate. The Commissioners will have power to 
issue subpoenas for all witnesses, and adminis- 
ter oaths, and to examine the books and affairs 
of any corporation affected by the bill. They 
will have power to prescribe the form of reports 
required by them from the gas companies, 
and to keep such books or accounts as 
they may deem necessary. In short, 
the bill gives the Commissioners such 
power that if a householder who has burned 
10,000 feet of gas is charged for double that 
amount he will have sowe chance of protection, 
and will ne longer, if he should refuse to pay 
an extortionate bill, be compelled to fall bac 
on kerosene oil or tallow eandles until the 
courts heard and acted upon his plea. 

The general consumer will be pleased to hear 
that the bill will << the gas companies to 
use meters which will refuse to register unless 
they Lave some ground for doing so, and to fur- 
nish appliances for preventing the waate of gas, 
and also for properly testing its quality, purity, 
illuminating power, and pressure.

AN INSANE VIOLINIST. 
JULIUS BERNSTEIN GOKS CRAZY IN ST. 
PATRICK’S CATHEDRAL. 


Julius Bernstein, a skilled but erratic 
musician, made a scene yesterday afternoon in 
St. Patriok’s Cathedral, and was subsequently 
taken to Bellevue Hospital insane. Bernstein 
is a violinist, and was engaged to play in the 
muaio of the high mass to be sung in the Cathe- 
dra] on Easter Sunday. He attended the re- 
hearsal at the Cathedral yesterday afternoon, 
and appeared to be rational and attentive to his 
part. Suddenly, as the last strains of the music 
died away, Bernstein sprang from his seat and, 


throwing down his violin, a valuable instrament 
which he had had in bis possession for nearly 30 
years, smashed it into fragments. Then he 
broke his bow in pieces and threw the fragmenis 
atter his violin. Throwing off his coat, he ran 
out into Fifth-avenue barehtaded and in his 
shirt sleeves. 

All this was done so rapidly that none of the 
persons could prevent him. After be had gotten 
to the street he divested himessel! of bis shoes, 
which he threw in the gutter. He walked rap- 
idly down Fifth-avenue, and naturally attracted 
a great deal of attention from the pedestrians. 
A crowd followed him, and at Forty-second- 
street he was arrested by a policeman. An 
ambulance was summoned, and be was taken lo 
Bellevue Hoapital, where be waa confined in the 
pavilion for insane patients. 

Bernstein is a native of Germany, 45 years old. 
Hie is married, and lives with his wife and sev- 
eral children at 42 Second-avenue. He is a 
brotber of Adolph Bernstein, the celebrated in- 
terpreter of dance wusic, aud another brother, 
Charles, is @ well-kuown violiviat. For many 
years he was the leading violinist in Nenendort’s 
orchestra at the Germania and Thalia Theatres, 
Subsequentiy he played in Theodore Thomas’s 
orchestra. He was dissipated in his habita, 
and became 80 erratic and unreliable 
that Mr. Thomas was compelied to. dis- 
charge him. During the season of 1886-7 at 
the Metropolitan Overa House he was engaged 
as first violinistinu the orchestra. He was dis- 
eharged, and since hat been unable to obtain 
permanent employment, a3 no leader cared to 
enyage Lim, 

A month ago Bernstein suddenly stopped 
dripking, and since that time has acted strange- 
ly. He was toorose and ungociable and neglect 
ed his family. His brothers were much con- 
cerned for Lim, but did not wish to precipitate 
matters by putting him under restraint. e had 
attended two rebearsals at the Cathedral with- 
out showing any sym) tems of dementia, and the 
suddenness of the outburst yesterday startled 
all his associates, It 1s believed that under 
proper treatment his mind will be restored, 
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TO HELP THE POOR.

Already it bas two 
guild clube, one at 146 Foreyth-street and the 
other in Cherry-street. The object was to as- 
semble families into clubs; to found places 
where not only men may congregate, but where 
the men may bring their wives, sisters, and 
mothers to share with them a scheme of intel- 
lectual improvement. 

These guilds are to include kindergartens, cir- 
culating libraries, classesin languages, univerai- 
pd courses of lectures, and instruction regarding 
the sanitary requirements of lite. Dr. Colt be- 
lieved that by means of small dues paid period- 
ically these guilds might become self-supporting, 
and would lead tothe establishment of princi- 
ples which would end in astonishing mental and 
moral improvement. The Cherry-street guild, 
Dr. Coit said, is furnished rooms by the Tene- 
ment House Building Company, and the salaries 


of its kindergarten teachers are paid from an 
existing fund.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


A BLACK EYE FOR PRORATING. 

CHICAGO MERCHANTS PROTEST VIGOR- 
OUSLY AGAINST THE SYSTEM. 

CuicaGco, March 27.—Prorating to the 
Northwest got a black eye to-day. The Western 
managers met this morning and a resolution 
was at once offered instructing Chairman 
Faithorn, as the representative of the Chicago- 
St. Paul lines to open negotiations with 
the Central Traffic Association roads and 
the Eastern trunk lines looking to the adoption 
of prorates on seaboard freights destined for 
8t. Pauland Minneapolis and passing through 
Chicago. The resolution did not go through. In 
fact, a surprising amount of opposition was de- 
veloped. A protest of tho Chicago merchants 


wasanote of warning, and, besides, there was 
the point made that St.,Paul and Minneapolis 
could not be singled out and given the benefit of 
a lower rate and intermediate points denied the 
advantage. 

Besides, it was well understood that, the pro- 
rating once begun, it would not ena until it had 
taken ina widecircle. All the more important 
towns in the Northwest would demand that the 
same privilege be extended to them. The result 
would be that the Western lines would ina 
short time become completely subject to their 
Eastern connections. Not only thia, but the 
system would be a direct blow at revenuas, for, 
on the basis proposed, the earnings on through 
business would fail off one-half. So spoke 
the prorates opponents. Yet the Burliug- 
ton and Northern wakes the prorato 
its ultimatum. The choicc was between ac- 
cepting the evil of the prorate or continuing 
the present disastrous state of things, or rather, 
returning to the war rates iu effect prior to 
Pay age and this préblem occupied the entire 
dhy for its consideration. In the afternoon a 
voto was taken on the proposition of putting 
in the prorate, and the vote for it was 
10 and against it 9. One of the 
affirmative votes was conditioned on thw 
po approximating the sum of the locals, 

utin any event the expression was sufficiently 
decisive and the resolution was defeated. As it 
was considered bestto have all the managers 
present, and Messrs. Stone of the Burlington 
and Newman of the Missouri Pacific not having 
pugjn an appearance, it was agreed to take an 
adjOurnment until to-morrow. 

he meat of the Chicago merchante’ protest 
against the prorate is foundin these resolu 
tions presented to the meeting: 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee ef the 
Chicago Freight Bureau, an organization of the 
merchants, manufacturers, and the Board of Trade 
of the city of Chicago, emphatically protests against 
any and all prorating which will enable merchants 
east or west of Chicago to ship freight via or around 
Chicago at through rates which are less than the 
local rates to Chicago from point of origin, added to 
the local rates from Chicago to point of destination 
of shipment, and that they will oppose by all legal 
methods any such syatem of rates.

ALL THE FACTIONS SUITED. 


THE DIFFERENT STOCKHOLDERS REP- 
RESENTED IN THE BOARD. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 27.—The adjourued 
annual meeting of the Western New-York and 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company was held in 
this clty to-day. The small apartment of the 
Third-street ollice was entirely inadequate to 
hold the stockholdera who responded to the call 
of N. Thuron & Co., the representatives of the 
Amsterdam stockholders. John C. Bullitt, repre- 
senting the Holland second mortgage bondhold- 
ers, presented a pile of certificates and aftidavits 


relating that a committee of the bondholders 
presented tho names of four genticimnen, 
Messrs. G. EE. Kissel, J. D. Probst, Carl 
Schurz, and Arnold Marcus, as nomn- 
inées for Directors, claiming the 
right under a cluuse in the mortgage. The 
stockhulders took exception to the papers and 
claimed that the gentiomen named were obly 
selected by a committee of the bondholders, and 
not by the bondholders themselves, as provided 
fur in the mortgage. Carl Schurz supported Mr. 
Bullitt in his position, and when the debate 
with Edward L. Owen, counsel tor the Holland 
stockholders, was waxing bot Mr. Thuron cut it 
sbort by anvouncing that a ticket would be pre- 
pared, including the four nominees, without 
recognizing the legality of the proceedings re- 
ferred to by Mr. Bullitt. 

The gentlemen agreed on for Directors were 
Calvin H. Aliep, E. L. Owen, and Adolph Engler 
of New-York; Samuel G. Decoursey, George E. 
Bartol, James Rawle, anid William T. Tiers of 
Philadelphia, representing the Amsterdam stock- 
bolders and their followers; Ivaac N. Seligman 
of New-York and E. W. Clark, Jr., of Phila- 
deiphia, repreaenting the stockholders In the 
minority who have bad control of the road, and 
Guatave FE. Kissel, Johu D. Probst, Carl sehurz, 
and Arnold Marcus of New-York representing 
the Holland seconud mortgage bondholders. Lhe 
election which followed resulted in the choice 
of the above gentlewen, which gives the Amster- 
dam stuckholders a majority of the board. 

The meeting convened at noon and about 7 
o’clock in the morning Francis Rawle, counsel 
for some of the foreign stockboldera, applied to 
Judge Biddle for an injunction restraining the 
Reorganization Committee, consisting of Carl 
Schurz, J. N. Seliginan, Charles M. Frey, C. H. 
Clark, and '. H. Adrian ‘lromp, from voting 
100,000 shares of stuck in the treasury which 
had not been issued, and also restraining the 
Fidelity Trust Company and the Bank of New- 
York from voting about 50,000 shares of stock 
deposited with them under the reorganization 
plans. The court was also asked to prevent the 
tellers appointed by the old Board of Directora 
acting at the election.

MANITOBA’S RAILROAD. 
ITS CONSTRUCTION TO GO ON FOR THE 
PRESENT. 

WINNIPEG, March 27.—The Legislature, 
which assembled yesterday, at once adjourned 
to April 12, when, it is expected, Premier Green- 
way will be ready to give the result of bis mus- 
sion to Ottawa to the House. Mr. Jones, 
Provincial Treusurer, says that nothing will be 
done in the matter of abandoning the Red River 
Valley Road and taking over the Pembina 
Braneh of the Canadian Pacifio, but that the 
question will be left with the Legislature to de- 


cide. Premier Greenway met General Manager 
Hickson and other Grand ‘Trunk olticials in 
Ottawa yesterday, and had along conversation 
with them on the prospect of that line ending 
in Manitoba. The interview was very satis- 
factory, although nothing of a definite character 
wasdone. The interview with Van Horne and 
Canadian Pacitio Directors did not result in any 
eonclusion being arrived at. 

Regarding the road to the boundary, Preiier 
Greenway speaks as if its construction would go 
right on, unless moat satisfactory arrangements 
were made with the Canadian Pacific about the 
Emerson Branch. In order to protect Manito- 
ba’s interest against railway combination in the 
future, he was of the opinion that the province 
should own a road of its own to the boundary. 
The delegates have made such inquiries at head- 
quarters as toenable them to deny the state- 
ment that the Canadian Pacitic and the North- 
ern Pacific Railways have made a _ last- 
ing agreement by which the latter 
18 kept out of Manitoba. They also learned that 
the reports about monopoly terms already pub- 
lished are not correct, being given out purpose- 
ly tor teating public opinion and preparing the 

ublic mind for the final announcement. They 
earned, upon what they regard as excellent 
authority, that the basis of settlement is a sur- 
render by the cowpany of 7,000,000 acres of 
land in the Northwest at $1 50 an acre, thus 
giving the company $10,000,000 to work with.

PRICES TO BE MAINTAINED AND THE 
OUTPUT TO BE REGULATED, 

PHILADELPHIA, March 27.—The Publio 


Ledger, in ita tinancial article to-morrow, will 
say: 


‘An important meeting of tho anthracite 
Managers was held at the Reading Railroad 
ofice in this city yesteriay. All of the coal 
mining and transporting interests of the Schuyl- 
kill, Lehigh Valley, and Wyoming regions were 
represented at the meeting, aud their action 
upon the subjects uuder discussion was har- 
monious. The Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad was represented by E. R. 
Holden, the Lehigh Valley by Robert H. 
Sayre, thea Lentgh Coal and Naviga 
tion Company by Joseph 8. Harris, 
the Reading Coal and Iron Company by Measra 
Austin Corbin, George De B. Keim, and Stephen 
A. Caldwell, and the New-York, Susquehanna 
and Western Railroad by F. A. Potts. The other 
interests were also represented and in harmony 
with the general purposes of the meeting. I? 
Was decided unanimously to maintain the prices 
for anthracite during the season of 1888-9, ve- 
ginning on April 1, and to reculate the output 
of coal so that the market shall not be 
burdened by an overproduction this year.

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10 SHUT OUT KOREIGN PORK, 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The President to-day 
transmitted to the two houses of Congress a report 
from Minister Pendleton at Berlin, dated Jan. 30, 
18838, from whichit appears that trichinosis pre- 
vails in certain parts of Germany and that a 
number of persons have already died from the effects 
of eating the meatof d.seased hogs grown in that 
country. He also transmits a report from the Con- 
sul at Marseiiles, dated ced. 4, representing that for 
anumber of months ahighly contagious and fatal 
disease has prevailed among tho swine of a large 
section of France, which disease is thought 


by the Commissioner of Agriculture to be 
very Similar to hog cholera. The Presi- 
dent says it is extremely doubtful if the 
law passed April 29, 1878, entitled au act to prevent 
the introduction of contagious or jufectious diseases 
into the United States, meets cases of this descrip. 
tion. In view of the danger to the health and lives 
of our people and of contagion that may he spread 
to the hive stock of the country by the importation 
of swine or hog products Yrom either of the coun-

The President:-has asked Congress to con- 
sider the-necessity of passing a law prohib- 
‘iting ‘the importation of swine .or hog. 
products from’Germany or from the south 
of France,,and giving properly-guarded dis- 
cretion.as to,prohibiting like imports when 
required for the safety of the public. He 
submits reports:from Mr. PENDLETON, Min- 
ister to Berlin, and from Consul MASON at 
Marseilles, showing that trichiniasis pre- 
vails in Germany and something very like 
hog cholera in,Southern France. The re- 
ports .seem ,to justify the advice of the 
President, and present a:very different case 
from the one invented by Prince BISMARCK 
to justify the prohibition of imports of 
hog products;from the United States. It 
wason this occasion that he brought for- 
ward his cynical mot as tothe “‘trichinag of 
the poor.” He. must now find, if he cares 
to look into the matter, that the German 
people are.no better’ off with home-bred 
diseased pork than with healthy American 
pork. 





Senator SHERMAN appears to have one 
appreciative ‘friend among the politicians 
of the Republican Party in this city. The 
following is from an interview with ROBERT 
G. McCorp, who is represented as ‘a re- 
cent-caller.on JOHN SHERMAN”: “ The con- 
test will bein the city of New-York, below 
Fourteenth-street. Itwill require money to 
conduct a winning fight below Fourteenth- 
street, and SHERMAN can furnish it.” A 
good deal of Mr. SHERMAN’S money is be- 
lieved to have been made “in the city of 
New-York, below Fourteenth-street.” There 
is a.certain.propriety in its being expended 
there, but the shrewdness with which it 
was gathered will have deserted Mr. 
SHERMAN if he puts much of it into the 


hands of the Republican “leaders” there. 


As to the-relative morality of the two proc- 
esses we-have nothing to say. 

In view of the fact that 46 per cent. of 
the State’tax.is paid by the city of New- 
York it cannot be regarded as anything less 
than shameless for Representatives of tho 
rural.districts in the Legislature to oppose 
the bill requiring that one of the State As- 
‘sessors shall be appointed from this city. 
Not only does it pay this large proportion 
of the State tax, but assessment of property 
here is much higher in proportion to its 
market value than in most counties, and 
the rate of taxation forall purposes is much 
higher. And yet the city has no repre- 
sentative of its interests on the State Board 
of Equalization, and for years.a gross dis- 
crimination against it has been made. It. 
is flippantly said in the Legislature that all 
the counties contribute to the wealth of the 
city and that more property escapes taxa- 
tion:here than anywhere-else. 1t makes no 
difference where the wealth of the city 
comes from, when it gets here it should be 
taxed equitably and fairly and not subjected

munities. No larger proportion of property 
in this city escapes taxation than in other 
places, and it is to be remembered that 
wealth here is very unevenly distributed, 
and the pressure of taxes bears upon those 
-who do not and cannot evade it. One mem- 
‘ber of a: board of five State assessors, as 
proposed in the pending bill, is a very mod- 
est demand for the city. 


The statement issued by the employing 
brewers deserves the attention it will com- 
mand. It is absurd to suppose that these 
‘men, with the interests they have at stake, 
would have given notice of their intention 
to end the relation existing between them 
-and the, men in their employ if it had not 
become intolerable. Some classes of work- 
men employed in breweries, it must be ad- 
mitted, contain a larger proportion of ruf- 
fians than is to be found in almost any 
‘other calling. As the employers note, not a 
few of them avow themselves Anarchists, and 
the infamous mock funeral procession in 
‘this city, after the hanging of the Chicago 
Anarchists exhibited the banners of some 
of their unions, an outrage that was never 
made the subject of any public remon- 
strance or disclaimer on the part of these 
‘organizations. It will readily be believed 
that the brewers find it impossible to deal 
with unions of this kind. They had no al- 
ternative from the decision which they have 
taken to deal with the men in their employ 
as individuals and to arrange with each 
his merits and deserts. 


It possible that the unions

‘/may-make this declaration the occasion of 


@ general strike. They will be very ill-ad- 
‘vised if/they do so, but then they have 
habitually been ill-advised. The employers’ 
union is so strong and so extensive that it 
cannot be successfully ‘‘ boycotted,” and 
the men will undoubtedly come ultimately 
to the new terms. The action of the em- 
ployers in this trade will probably be fol- 


lowed by like action in othertrades, if there 


be such trades, in which the unions have 


‘committed a similar abuse of their power. 


Garden and Forest promotes one of the ob- 
jects of its existence by a vigorous remon- 
strance in the current issue against the 


various projects for extending railroads 


through the Adirondack wilderness. No 
less than four roads are either building or 
contemplated into the heart of the forest. 


‘As our contemporary says, all that has 


preserved the North Woods hitherto is the 
difficulty of marketing their timber. If 
the projected railroads are permitted to be 
built this safeguard will be destroyed 
and the forest be doomed _ to 
extermination. The important public uses 


will 


it subserves as a health resort and as a 


reservoir for thé Hudson River should in- 
duce the Legislature to take prompt and 
measures for its preservation. 


‘Garden and Forest, points out that this may 


be done very simply by the mere enactment 
of a bill prohibiting the location of a 
railroad on any of the State lands. These 
so extensive that 
this prohibition would protect the entire 
region. In the course of its remarks our 
contemporary animadverts very severely 
upon the failure of the Forest Commission- 
ers of the State to take any action for the 
fulfillment of the purpose for which they 
were appointed; and, unfortunately, its crit- 
icisms seem to beas just as they are severe. 


THAT “WARNING.” 

The editor of the Philadelphia Press 
shares the alarm expressed by the corre- 
spondent of the New-York Tribune as to the 
passage of the Waysand Means Revenue 
bill through the House and also as to its 
being ‘‘ forced” through the Senate. Indeed 
the alarm is in both cases given voice in 
terms and accents so nearly alike thatit is 
plain that it came from acommon source, 
and that the men in Washington who have 
charge of the protection cause and of the 
nomination of Mr. BLAINE 
seriously scared. Their actionin the mat- 
ter is not logical. If the bill is such a mon- 
strosity as they allege, they ought to be 
eagor to haveit at least pass the House in 
order that the Democrats shall be clearly 
held to responsibility for it in the elections 
this Fall. When Mr. CLEVELAND sent his 
message to Congress urging action in the 
line of this bill the protectionists with one 
accord raised a shout of joy, declaring that 
any Republican candidate could beat Mr. 
CLEVELAND on the issue raised by the mes- 
sage. If now the Democratic majority ac- 
cept a bill in direct and complete accord 
with the message, victory should be by so 
much easier, because the issue is made all 
the plainer. Not only the President, but 
‘the entire party would theg be in “the 
hole” over which three months ago the Re- 
publicans were howling with joy. 

But this very simple and strictly logical 
reasoning does not convince these men now, 
for the very adequate reason that they were 
not sincere in their vociferous self-gratula- 
tion over Mr. CLEVELAND’S message. On 
the contrary, they were afraid of itt from 
the start, and they have been getting more 
afraid of it ever since. They do not welcome 
the issue, and the more clearly and com- 
pletely the issue is likely to be made the 
more scared they are as to the result. And 
that isnot the only source of their alarm. 
They cannot trust their own men in Con- 
gress. If they could, the Tribune and the 
Philadelphia Press woula not be talking 
about the Mills bill being ‘* forced through 
the Sénate.” The Senate has a Republican 
majority. There are, moreover, among the 
Democrats in the Senate, as there are in the 
House, a certain number who have been 
counted on to oppose this bill. The bill can- 
not be ‘‘forced through the Senate” without 
Republican votes. These votes ure not sub- 
ject to pressure from the Administration in 
any shape whatever. They are not subject 
to Democratic party discipline. Theyfare 
subject to noinfluence but that of public 
opinion. The protectionist.cry of alarm is 
an open confession that public opinion is 
growing too strong fur them, and that it is 
weakening their hold upon Republican Sen- 
ators. ‘There is no other explanation of it. 
Evidence of exactly the same sort and to 
the same effect :is to be found in the Trib- 
une’s editorial comment yesterday morning 
on “The Warning from Washington,” in 
which it tells Republicans in Congress that 
no one of them “‘ can afford” to support this

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mensure. Why isit necessary to say this 
now? The steady advance of public opinion, 
the increasing strength of the demand for 
the reform is the fact that makes such a 
threat at once urgent and useless. 

It must not be forgotten that the ‘‘ warn- 
ing from Washington” is against the pass- 
age of the bill—not against its approval by 
the House alone, but its enactment into 
law by Republican votes. That is serious, 
It is natural that the Republicans should 
be made anxious by it. It would complete- 
ly reverse the relative positions of the par- 
ties. The Democrats would have on this 
issue their reinforcements in the ranks of 
their opponents. Nor this alone. They 
would occupy the defensive. It would be 
for the Republicans to assume the aggress- 
ive. Does any one suppose for an instant 
that the duties repealed by the Mills bill 
could ever be reimposed by an affirmative 
vote of the American people? The protec- 
tionists know that they could not be. They 
know that the war tariff once broken down 
could not be again erected. They know 
that too many and too great popular inter- 
ests would refuse to be again so burdened. 
They know also that with their defeat the 
spell that has so long held the party organi- 
zation would be broken; men who have hes- 
itated to vote their convictions for fear of 
defeating their party would no longer hesi- 
tate after defeat had come. Appeals to 
stand together would be in vain, when 
standing together had been shown to be 
useless. The friends of reform have every 
reason to take heart of hope when their 
enemies are plainly in despair. 


THE WAYS OF JAY GOULD. 

There is little doubt that the health of 
JAY GOULD has been improved by his trip 
abroad, but his renewed vigor seems to 
ventitself in vicious ways. He begins at 
once to make a stir in the community. 
While he was away an effort was made on 
behalf of bondholders of the Kansas Pacific 
Railroad Company to set proceedings on 
foot to punish an alleged wrong commit- 
ted in 1880, the facts having been 
first brought to light by the investiga- 
tion of the Pacific Railroad Commission. 
It appeared that at a time when JAY 
GOULD and RussELi SaGE held about 
$3,000,000 of the stock of the Denver 
Pacific as Trustees for the bondholders 
of the Kansas Pacific Company to secure 
their interests, Mr. GOULD set on foot his 
scheme for consolidating both the Kansas 
Pacific and the Denver Pacific with the 
Union Pacific. An agreement was made 
under which the stock which they held as 
Trustees was to be good for the same 
amount at par of the stock of the consoli- 
dated company, which would raise its value 
This stock was bound by the 
trust as security for certain bondholders, 
and the law was very strict against the 
diversion of trust funds to any other 
purpose. No judicial order, it is believed, 
could authorize it, and though GOULD and 
SAGE went through the form of obtaining 
such an order from Judge DONOHUE, it is 
claimed that the order was invalid. The 
bondholders for whom the trust was made 
were not parties to the proceedings, and 
without regard to their interests the 
trust funds were appropriated by GouULD 
and SAGE and exchanged under the con- 
solidation agreement, the proceeds going 
into their hands and those of their asso- 
ciates in the scheme. 

This is the case as stated by the counsel 
for the bondholders, and in law the misap- 
propriation of trust funds is larceny. It 
does not seem especially strange that when 
the bondholders for the first time learned 
the facts regarding this transaction they 
should be disposed to have something done 
Mr. GOULD says that the trans- 
action was a perfectly legitimate, honest, 
and lawful business operation for the bene- 
fit of all concerned. Then, plainly, he has a 
good defense and nothing to fear. Why 
does he not meet the charge squarely 
and face a trial? That is not Mr. 
GOULD’S way. He says he is will- 
ing to leave it to the Presidents of the 
trust companies whether anything was 
done that was not proper and in accordance 


‘with sound business principles, but it is 


not the function of trust companies to de- 
cide legal controversies. Why not leave it 
toacourt and jury? Instead of this Mr. 
GoULD tries to kick up a dust and divert 
attention from the issue by attributing bad 
motives to his prosecutors. The case of 
the bondholders is in the hands of re- 
spectable counsel and of the District At- 
torney, but one day Mr. GouLD says there 
is a newspaper, a cable company, and a 
woman behind it, and the next day that it 
isa piece of blackmail on the partof the 
lawyers. There is not the least evidence 
or the slightest reason to believe that 
a newspaper, a cable company, or a woman 
has anything to do with it, and the lawyers 
indignantly deny the charge of blackmail 
and declare that Mr. GouLv’s son for two 
months tried unsuccessfully to buy them 
off. We see no occasion for all this bluff 
and bluster about the trust suit. The 
. course for an honest man would be to 
waive all technicalities, stand trial, and 
prove that thgre was no violation of the 
trust. That is what even a dishonest man 
would do if he had nothing to fear from the 
result. 

But this is not the only stir that has been 
produced by Mr. GouLn’s return. He has 
long been known as the controlling spirit 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, and just 
before he gets back his son has been giving 
out that its quarterly dividend might be 
passed. Informer times the policy used to 
be to represent the Missouri Pacific to be a 
solid 7 per cent. stock and likely to 
remain so, but Mr. GouLp’s return is fol- 
lowed by a reduction of the dividend and 
an ominous tumble in the stock. Undera 
different control the reduction of the divi- 
dend might be regarded as a cautious and 
conservative measure and might not great- 
ly weaken the securities, but it is ‘well- 
known that Jay GouLp has never made his 
chief gains from the conservation of rail- 
road property and the legitimate profits of 
its management. His policy has been to 
wreck railroads and gobble up the remains; 
to buy stocks at low figures and sell them 
at high figures; to sacrifice stock to bonds 
when he has the latter in his possession, 
and all his movements and representations 


are naturally interpreted in the light of 
this policy. Hesconts the idea of any in- 
tention to damage Missouri Pacific in the 
market, because, he says, he has invested 
more in it than in all other enterprises put 
together. Butit looks curious that in the 
last year, after having pushed the stock to 
the highest notch, he has sold out some 
$15,000,000 of his holdings, ‘‘ unloaded it,” 
to use the parlance of the “Street,” and 
that now his interest is chiefly in the bonds, 
which are to be cared for whatever becomes 
of the stock. But Gould stocks are never 


.atrest. They are carried to high figures to 


be sold and to low figures to be bought and 
this is GOULD’s way of getting profits out 
of the railroad business, not from net 
earnings but at the expense of smaller in- 
vestors. 

A dependent of the Missouri Pacific is the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas. It is leased 
and operated by Mr. GouLp’s company, but 
while his control under the present arrange- 
ment is absolute, his own interest in the 
leased line is small. Those whose money is 
invested in it have waked up to the fact 
that it is operated entirely for the benefit 
of the lessee company. At least they so 
allege, and they are preparing for an effort 
to wrest it from the clutches of the man 
who never manages railroads for the 
profit of others, but for the en- 
ricament of himself. There seems to 
be only one opinion as to the ways 
of JAY GovuLD as a financier, which 
are to gather into his own hands by craft, 
deceit, and unscrupulous devices the values 
which are created by others and allowed to 
come within his reach, and to meet any ef- 
fort to get retribution with a warfare of 
gongs and other Chiness weapons. The 
worst of itis that the state of public opin- 
ion and the spirit in which laws are made 
and enforced should have made his methods 
so long successful. There are indications 
that they may yet meet with resistance and 
with efforts for the vindication of justice 
and the protection of rights which will 
make his career less easy and triumphant as 
it is prolonged. 





IENGLISH AND AMERICAN CONSERPV- 
ATIVES. 

Mr. BALFouR as Lord SarisBury’s Chief 
Secretary for Ireland has achieved a singu- 
larly sudden leap from obscurity to conspic- 
uousness. Perhaps his present position at- 
tracts more notice to his public remarks 
than they really deserve, but a speech of 
his the other day contained a fallacious 
comparison of what he called conservatism, , 
which has been made use of by other Eng-, 
lish orators of his party. 

The address in which Mr. BALFouR made 

this comparison was not avowedly political. 
It was delivered to a ‘‘workman’s federa- 
tion,” and what hesaid, asit was reported by 
the cable, was this: ‘‘ America is the most 
conservative country in the world. By con- 
servatism I mean principally that affection 
for the institutions of your country which 
is making you distrust -the crude specu- 
lations of amateur politicians, and is in- 
ducing you to adhere to the ‘institutions 
of your forefathers. In that sense of con- 
servatism America stands in the very first 
rank and England is a very short way be- 
hind her. It is owing to the strength of 
that conservative feeling that England and 
America are in the very forefront of civili- 
zation.” 
SPAll this hasa familiar sound. Mr. BaL- 
FoUR’s definition of conservatism is fair 
enough, and itis quite true and ‘has been 
very often pointed out that “in that sense 
of conservatism America stands 1n the very 
first rank.” But it doesnot at all follow 
that the Americans who are so conservative 
at home would be likely to reinforce Mr. 
BaLrour’s party if they were transplanted 
to England. Nor do Conservative orators 
really suppose that Americans are consery- 
ative ‘tin that sense.” In fact, the same 
English speakers who point out for admira- 
tion the affection of Americans for the in- 
stitutions of their country are very likely 
in almost the next breath to deplore the 
tendency of English radicalism to Amer- 
icanize the institutions of Great Britain. 

Now, it evidently depends very greatly 
upon the character of institutions whether 
affection for them is a merit or a fault. 
Mere acquiescence in the existing order 
of things is certainly no merit, otherwise 
the bigoted Conservative in the French 
story who was present at the time of the 
creation and cried-out to his Creator to 
““conserve chaos” would be a model of 
good citizenship. All Americans adhere to 


the institutions of their forefathers be-. 


cause they were founded in the interest 
and for the behoof of all Americans. 
Can the English Tory say the same of 
English institutions? If Mr. Ba.Lrour’s 
audience was really composed of work- 
men, it would be interesting to know 
how much their * forefathers” had to do 
with shaping the institutions of the coun- 
try. For the last three centuries there has 
been going on in England a movement to 
liberalize the institutions of the country 
by making them more nearly represent the 
rights and wishes and aspirations of the 
whole body of the English people. That is 
to say, during that period the strug- 
gle for a representative and popular 
Government has been going on, though 
the movement is considerably older, and 
began with the first attempts to limit the 
powerof the sovereign. The work is by no 
means accomplished even now. So long as 
the privileges of the classes are protected 
and preserved by law, so long the masses 
will have grievances to redress, and until 
all class legislation is repealed and all 
privileges abolished the British workman 
who resists any change in the “ institutions 
of his forefathers” does so from dullness or 
perversity, or some other quality for which 
he is not entitled to respect. 

The moral for the British statesman to 
draw from the conservatism of the United 
States is not at all the moral which Mr. 
BALFOUR draws, that the more the workman 
adheres to the institutions of his forefa- 
thers the more prosperous he will be. On the 
contrary, it is. that the more the institu- 
tions of his forefathers are made to corre- 
spond to his rights and needs the more 
secure will those institutions be. In this 
country the attachment to the principles of 
the Government is unanimous. There is no 
such person as a Radicalin the sense in which 


ig 
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the word is used in English politics. The 
only people who are arrayed against our in- 
stitutions are recently-arrived foreigners 
who know nothing about them. It is be- 
cause democracy has been accomplished in 
this country that it is the most conservative 
country in the world. It is because, as Mr. 
GLADSTONE put it, inequality is a part of 
the religion of Great Britain that a great 
part of her population is profoundly disaf- 
fected from the institutions of the country. 
It is neither to be expected nor to be wished 
that this disaffection shall cease until its 
cause is removed. 
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4 STRANGE DELAY IN THE 
PATENT OFFICE. 

In the course of the recent legislative in- 
quiry concerning the telephone companies 
of this State there was taken some very in- 
teresting testimony about a mysterious in- 
terference case then pending in the Patent 
Office—a case by means of which, it was as- 
serted, the Bell Telephone Company in- 
tended to prolong the term of its monopoly 
after the expiration of the Bell patents in 
1893 and 1894. The substance of this tes- 
timony was that for ten years a decision in 
the matter of the conflicting claims of two 
inventors bad been postponed and with- 
held to serve the purposes of the Bell Com- 
pany, which really owned both claims and 
desired that the decision should be delayed 
as long as possible in order that the patent 


finally granted might have the latest possi- 
ble date. 


The testimony was that of Mr. Wint1AM 
CHASE BARNEY, an electrician and in- 
ventor. On Dec. 12, 1887. Mr. Barney 
told the story of ‘this Berliner-Edison in- 
terference. On April 14, 1877, he said, 
EMILE BERLINER filed in the Patent Office a 
caveat for a transmitter in which carbon 
with a tympan was used. On July 20, 1877, 
THOMAS A. EpIson applied for a patent in 
the same field of discovery, and an inter- 
ference between his claim and the caveat of 
BERLINER was declared by the Patent Of- 
fice. Each inventor afterward obtained 
patents, but in none of them was a specific 
claim for the use of carbon set up, because 
there had been no decision in the inter- 
ference case with regard to the use of 
carbon... That interference, Mr. BARNEY 
declared, was still pending. We find his 
further testimony on this point reported by 
the press as follows: 


“The American Bell Telephone Company long 
ago acquired all the telephone inventions of 
BERLINER and Epison. That company, there- 
fore, owns the claims to the use of carbon with 
a tympan, and can, whenever it may seem to be 
for the advantage of the company, amicably 
arrange the ‘interference’ and obtain a patent 
which will cover the use of carbon as stated, 
and the patent will bear date from the day of 
itsissue. The Bell Company can thus, under the 
applications of BERLINER and EDISONin 1877, 
obtain a patent just before the date of the ex- 
piration of BELL’s patent, and under that carbon 
transmitter patent the control of telephony in 
the United States will remain with the Bell 
Company for seventeen years more.” 

In other words, the interference is only a 
sham; both claims are owned by the com- 
pany, which has been able to delay a settle- 
ment in the Patent Office for ten years. 
Every year of delay may have added a year 
tothe term of its monopoly after the ex- 
piration of the Bell patents. We desire to 
direct the attention of the Commissioner of 
Patents to the following passage in the re- 
port recently submitted by the Telephone 
Committee to the Legislature of New-York: 

“ We are not unmindful of the fact that by the 
purchase by the American Bell Telephone Com- 
pany ef the inventions secured by Mr. BERLINER 
in hia caveat filed several years ago, and also 
the purchase by the Western Union Telegraph 
Company of the rights secured by Mr. EpIson in 
the caveat fllea by him at about the same time, 
whichiatter rights have been assigned to the 
American Bell Telephone Company, that com- 
pany now owns both sides of the interference inthe 
application for a patent absolutely essential to 
telephonic communication, and that that inter- 
ference may be settled at the option of the Bell 
Telephone Company, and that when it is settled 
a@ patent upon a principle absolutely essential to 
the service will be issued by the United States 
Government to the Bell Company which will 
continue the monopoly now enjoyed by that 


company for a period of seventeen years from 
the date of the latter patent.” 


This is the statement of a committee of 
the Legislature of New-York, and is based 
upon the testimony to which we have re- 
ferred. Press reports of that testimony 
show that its accuracy was not questioned 
by the Bell Company’s counsel. 

Is it the policy of the Patent Office to de- 
lay for ten years or more the settlement of 
collusive interference cases when delay is 
sought by a great corporation which in- 
tends to procure by means of it an exten- 
sion of the term of a monopoly? Have the 
officers of the Patent Office nothing to say 
about this matter? 


AMUSEMENTS. 


MR. FLORIO’S CONCERT. 

Mr., Caryl Fiorio, a resident musician 
whose face is familiar in concert rooms, gave a 
concert at Steinway Hall last evening for the 
purpose ef introducing to this public some of his 
larger and more ambitious compositions. The 
programme was entirely too large to admit of 
un extended and detailed criticism in a morning 
paper, embracing as it did two symphonies, 
one piano concerto, and two rather pretentious 
vocal compositions. These last may be dismissed 
shortly. They have little or nothing to com- 
mend them to public attention and are unlikely 
to be heard except when the composer person- 
ally brings thom forward. A song may bea 
small matter, but a symphony js a serious busi- 
ness. Mr. Florio’s two symphonies were written 
in the year 1887, and the inference is unavoid- 
able that he would havedone himseif more 
credit if he hadcondensed all that was good in 
the two and turned out only one. The man 
who can produce two solid and substantial 
symphonies in a twelvemonth is a rarely gifted 


person; but he is not Mr. Caryl Florio. But 
this composer’s work is not altogether without 
merit. is first symphony in G betrays the 
fact that he followed in its compositions models 
of by-gone days. One of his themes Dears a 
distinct resomblance to one of Nicolai’s in 
“The Merry Wives of Windsor,” and his scherzo 
is a study after Mendelssohn. The whole 
thematic material of the first symphony is rem- 
inisoent andthe treatment strictly in accord- 
ance with the oonventional form. The instru- 
mentation is smooth and sonorous, but If, too, is 
considerably behind the times. Orchestral 
technique has advanced considerably beyond 
the point to which Mr. Florio has devoted his at- 
tention in this work. The second symphony in 
A flat, though not a work of even merit, is much 
better than the first. The two crashing chords 
of the first theme of the first movement are, of 
course, strongly suggestive of the death of Sieg- 
fried, but the theme, as a whole, is fairly spon- 
taneous; and is certainly vigorous. The second 
theme is graceful and melodious; and its intro- 
duction, with mutterings of the first theme in 
the strings, is excellently contrived. The au- 
dante is very smooth, and has a pretty, 
though not particularly strong melody. The 
svberzo is the poorest part of tho work, being 
somewhat uncertain in design. The finale is 
virile and fairly scored, though the ending ap- 
roaches the clap-ttrap styleof a theatrical over- 
ure, The piano concerto in A flat is*an extreme- 
ly difficult composition, in which the pianist has 
& rather thankless task. There are some covd 


bits of work init, partioularly in the last meve- 


tment; but as a whole it is somewhat far 
fetched and overwrought. In a word, there is 
much more elaboration than thought. Theodore 
Thomas and his orchestra performed the aym- 
phonies carefully and with all possible effect. 
Conrad Ansorge was the pianist,and he played the 
concerto conscientiously. Miss Ella Earle sang 
the two songs in by no means her mest merito- 
rious style. There was a fairly large audience 
present, and a good deal of kindly applause in 
the early part of the evening. There are indi- 
cations in Mr. Florio’a second symphony that he 
can do Lape compare work, but he will certainly 
not do itif he scatters his forces through two 
Jarge productions in a single year. Tho masters 
whom he has taken for models were unqueation- 
ably prolitic writers, but genius is less common 
than many aspirants for tame imagine it is.

A 
large part of the great ballroom was occupied 
by the round table holding covers for 67 guests. 
The centre piece was a mighty floral star, meas- 
uring at least 30 feet from point to point, and 
the table held other floral adornments of 
novel design. The flags of England and 
America wero crossed here and_ there, 
and figure pieces representing charac- 
ters portrayed by the two distinguished 
London actors were ranged round the table. 
On the wall at the Fifth-avenue side of the 
room hung large portraits ot Mr. Irving and 
Miss Terry. Mr. Daly presided, with Miss 
Terry at his left hand and Mr. Irving on his 
right. Gen. Sherman, Lester Wallack, Chauncey 
Depew, Paul Blouet, Gen. Horace Porter, Judge 
Van Brunt, Judge John R. Brady, Judge Joseph 
Daly, Daniel Dougherty, Clark Davis, Mr. and 
Mrs. Brander Matthews, Vernon K. Brown, Al- 
bert M. Palmer, Charles R. Miller, John Foord, 
Stephen H. Olin, Edward A. Buck, Edward Har- 
rigan, Maurice Minton, James Whitcomb Riley, 
Moses P. Handy, Ludwig Barnay, and 
Samuel L. Clemens were conspicuous among 
the guests. All the prominent members of Mr. 
Daly’s company were associated with their 
manager in his tribute to the English actors. 
The presence of Miss Rehan, Mrs. Gilbert, Miss 
Dreher, Miss Russell, Miss Eytinge, Miss St. 
Quinten, Miss Hood, and Miss Effie Shannon 
added to the charm of thecircle. That noble 
old actor, Charles Fisher, was a prominent and 
commanding figure ameng the cuests, and where 
Mr. Lewis sat, next to Mr. William Nye, if it was 
not the head of the table, it might just as well 
have been, fur there was the abiding place of 
gravity and dignity. 

The repast was excellent in all its concomi- 
tants, and thenight was filled with mirth and 
melody and good-fellowship, and when Mr 
William Winter rose to say good-bye in rhyme 
to his British friends the tears of him were 
wet. Mr. Daly gracefully proposed the health 
of irving and Miss Terry, and Mr. Irving 
responded with his accustomed facility. Then 
Mr. Daly appointed Gen. Sherman stage man- 
ager, andthe General called upon Mr. Depew 
and Mr. Clemens, who told about his lobbying 
for international copyright and lapsed into 
*“Tnnocents Abroad,’ from which he resusci- 
tated the familiar anecdote about Jack 
and Moses Who. Gen. Horaco Porter delivered 
one of those neat, telling, and delightfully 
eloquent speeches for which he ts famed, and 
Judges Van Brunt and Brady spoke briefly 
but effectively and to the point. Lester Wal- 
lack’s short speech, when his name was called, 
was distinguished by his usual elegance, and 
expressed his admiration for the players from 
abroad. Mr. Lewis cheerfully offered to do 
anything in his power to assist Mr. 
Irving during his stay in London, and 
Mr. Nye, when  calied upon, said he 
heard the rattle of miik wagonsin the streets 
and feared he must hurry away to take his 
route. Ludwig Barnay said he had just three 
English words to say to Miss Terry, and 
these were tho words: “I loaf you.” 
There were other speeches, a_ recitation 
by the Hoosier poet, and plenty of enjoyable 
music contributed by the band in the balcony. 
The dawn was breaking through the rain clouds 
when the guests departed. They will not soon 
forget the supper party, tho generous spirit of 
good-fellowship which prompted tho foremost 
theatrical manager in-America to gtve if, or the 
worth, artistic and personal, of the lady and 
gentleman in whose honor it was given.

WILLIAM DORSHEIMER DEAD. 


HE EXPIRES IN SAVANNAH FROM PNEU- 
MONIA AFTER A SHORT ILLNESS. 


Among the passengers on a Pennsylvania 
Railroad train which left this city, bound for 
Florida, on March 15, were ex-Lieut.-Gov. Will- 
jam Dorsheimer and Mrs. Dorsheimer. Both 
were in comparatively good health and excellent 
spirits. Gov. Dorsheimer simply necded a rest. 
The intelligence received here yesterday morn- 
ing that he had died at Savannah, Ga., on Mon- 
day nighs was therefore a matter of regrotful 
surprise to the great body of his friends, as, ex- 
cept in the business department of the Star 
office, it was not known that he was sick. It is 
understood that he died of pneumonia shortly 
after 9 o’clockon Monday night. Ho reached 
Savannah on Saturday, March 17, and con- 


cluded to remain there until he was rid of a cold 
contracted on the journey. His iliness grew 
worse, however, developed into pneumonia, and 
death was the result. 

Gov. Dorsheimer was, one of the most active 
Democratic politicians in the State and a strong 
admirer of President Cleveland. a biography of 
whom he published in 1884. He was born at 
Lyons, this State, on Feb. 5, 1832. Philip 
Dorsheimer, his father, was born in Germany, 
but at an early age camo to this country and at 
the time of his death was a wealthy resident of 
Buffalo. Atthe age of 17 William Dorsheimer 
entered Harvard College, but remained there 
only two years on account of impaired health. 
He was admitted to the. bar in 1854, having be- 
gun the study of law after leaving Harvard, 
which in 1859 gave him the degree of M. A. He 
was barely of age when he became interested in 
politics. His first choice was the Democracy, 
but he joined the opposition in 1856, and in 1860 
again supported the Republican ticket. 

Upon the breaking out of the civil war he was 
appointed Major on Gen. Fremont’s staff. Hav- 
ing served through the Missouri hundred-days’ 
campaign he returned to civil life, and wrote a 
series of magazine articles upon the campaign. 
He was appointed United States District Attor- 
ney for the Northern District of New-York in 
1867 by President Johnson, and held the otlice 
until 1871, the end of the term. The State Con- 
vention of 1874, which nominated Samuel J. 
Tilden for Governor, gave Mr. Dorsheimer the 
second place on the ticket, which was successful 
by @ majority of more than 50,000 votes. He was 
re-elected, and filled the office of Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor from Jan. 1, 1875, to Jan. 1, 1880. In the 
prosecution of the canal ring Mr. Dorsheimer 
was a co-worker with Gov. Tilden. 

He served as « Commissioner of the State Sur- 
vey, having been appointed in 1875,and as a 
Commissioner of the State Reservation at Niaz- 
ara. Of the latter commission he was elected 
Chairman. In 1882 he was elected te Congress 
from the Seventh District, this city. While Con- 
gressman hd wasamember of the Judiciary 

tommittee. He was a member of the Liberal 
Republican Convention at Cincinnati in May, 
1872, and four years later was a delegate to the 
Democratic National Convention held at St. 
Louis. In that convention he piayed a promi- 
nent part. He wasamember of the Committee 
on Resolutions, reported the platform, and inna 
small measure contributed to the nomination of 
Tilden for the Presidency. During the recess of 
Congress in 1885 he was appointed by President 
Cleveland as United States District Attorney for 
the Southern District of New-York, but resigned 
in March, 1886, before the Senate had taken ac- 
tion upon his appointment. His resignation, it 
Was announced, was due to the purchase by him 
of the Star, which he began editing as a daily on 
Sept. 15,1885. At various times in the last 2° 
years he has contributed to periodical literature 
and both as a writer and speaker possessed con 
siderable force. He enjoyed social quite as we}! 
as political life, and was a member of the Union, 
Manhattan, Century, and other clubs. He left 
no children, his only daughter having died in 
1874. 

Gov. Dorsheimer’s body will be brought here 
to-morrow,and will be probably buricdjat Buffalo. 


THE REFORM CLUBS HOME. 


A HOUSE WARMING APRIL 12, AND A 
PAPER BY MR. LOWELL NEXT DAY. 
The Reform Club, which is not yet two 

months old, will have a house warming April 12, 

when it will take possession of a large, four- 

story brownstone house, 12 East Thirty-third- 
street. James Russell Lowell will be the chief 
guest, and the succeeding evening, at Steinway 

Hall, will read the first of aseries of papers 

which the club purposes to invite from time to 

time from the various leaders of reforms fa- 
vored by it. The subject will be ‘The Inde- 
pendent in Politics.” 

The new clubhouse is being comfortably ani 
tastefully fitted up, and will be in condition in 
about 10 days. Thefirat floor contains three 


large rooms. The two front rooms will bs 
thrown into one large conversation and recep- 
tion parlor, 17 feet by 54, with a ssating capact- 
ty of more than 200. In the rear of this will be 
the reading room, which will contain the daily 
papers, periodieals, &c.

as well as works of political economy, of which 
a large number have alreadyjbeen received. Next 
is the smoking and refreshment room, which will 
be neatly fitted up. The rear room will be ths 
dining room. The back rooms will be nsed for 
business meetings, and will be called the board 
room, while the extension, consisting of two 
rooms, will be occupied by the Superintendent. 
There are two kitchens, one on the fourth floor 
the other in the basement. It is not yet decided 
which will be used. ‘he basement will contain 
billiard and pool tables, as wellas the hatanud 
cout room and wine room. 

This clubhouse is intended not merely as a 
meeting place for social intercourse between 
those interested in the objects espoused by the 
club, mainly the promotion of a non-partisan 
civil service, honest currency, the business ad- 
ministration of cities, &c., but will be the hes 
pitable home of its rapidly-Increasing list 01 
non-resident members while in the city. Ai 
though an infant in age, it already has » resi- 
deut membership of fully 600 and upward of 
200 non-resident, so that it is not expected 
that the present quarters, which are 
only leased, will long he able to 
shelter so rapidly growing an institution, 
There is already much talk and making of plans 
to builda new clubhouse covering three city 
lots inthe neighvorhood of Fifth-avenue. The 
talk is of a 10-story building, with, on the first 
floor, a grand dining hall, and on the second, a 
ballroom. The club would use about four floors, 
and rent the remainder. The matter has been 
canvassed by Russell Sturgis, Robert B. Rovose- 
velt, Anson Phelps Stokes, and many other 
prominent members, aud may take a tangibla 
shape at any time.

CHANGE TO BE MADE IN THE 


RAILROAD MANAGERS. 

At the annual meeting of the Panama 
Railroad Company on April 2 an almost entirely 
new Board of Directors will be elected. Presi 
dent J. G. McCullough will retire aiso, and otti- 
cial information given outin Wall-street yester- 
day was to the effect that the next President of 
the road would be Gen. Newton, Commissioner 
of Public Works in thiscity. The Seligmauns, 


who have long been conspicuous in the atfaire 
of the road, are to retire also, 80 the current re- 
ports have it. President McCullough, thouch 
not wishing to enter upon any discussion of the 
change in affairs, corroborated the reports of 
the Street. 

Gen. Newton, it was explained, had been in- 
vited to take the Presidency of the rallroad by 
the French syndicates anxious to get the benefit 
of a business association with some noted Amer: 
ican name. The Panama Canal Company owns 
the Panama Railroad, and it is thoughthat de 
Lesseps and his confréres hope by the capture 
of Gen. Newton to be able to add something 
material to the drooping prestige of thelr tre 
mendous canal scheme. There is abig salary it 
the railroad Presidency. Gen. Newton said las\ 
night that he had no present intention of re 
signing his position here.

REAL ESTATE EXCHANGE PROTESTS. 

Tho Legislative Committee of the Real 
Estate Exchango met yesterday and considered 
Senator Langbein's bill providing for the reas: 
sessment of real estate in this city for local im- 
provements, placing the assessing power in the 
hands of the Mayor, the Commissioner of Public 


Works, and the Corporation Counsel. The com- 
mittee was unanimously of the opinion that the 
proposed new burdens upon property holdert 
would be unjust, and that to leave their imposik 
tion in the hands of the three officials designated 
would be impolitic, the power accorded them in 
the bill making them absolute autocrats, A pro- 
test agaiust the bill was prepared to be sent ta 
Albany, and Mayor Hewitt was requested to aid 
in opposing the bill. Assemblyman Gordon's 
bill, which limits the time during which elevated 
and surface railways may ailow their cars to 
stand on their tracks in the streets to six hours 
each day, was described by the committee us re- 
stricting a privilege already existing. It was, 
however, agreed that the railroad compante¢ 
at present have no legal right to use the streets 
for the purpose described, and that the bill slyl¥ 
aims to secure it ior them. A protest againsi 
its passage was adopted.

GOULD’S LOOSENED TONGUE 


THROWING AROUND MANY IN- 
SINUATIONS, 

SOME OF HIS STORIES SHOWN TO BE 
DISTORTIONS OF THE TRUTH AND 
OTHERS: WITH NO APPARENT BASIS. 

Jay Gould has suddenly loomed up as the 
great American taiker. He is insisting upon 
taking all the newspapers into his confidence. 
Gossip, more particularly scandals about his 
rivals in businessand about unprotected women, 
Bre the choicest and chiefest morsels that he 
fispenses. His tripinto the far country of the 
Bphynx seems only to have unloosed his tongue, 
He poses no longer as the silent magician, the 
mysterious maker of events, the prince and 
prophet of all mum men. 

Indeed, not only does he exert himself to be 
entertaining as a professional conversationalist, 
but he seems quite content to mangle facts in s0 
open a way that every hearer is vastly as- 
tonished. Not merely does Mr. Gould sud- 
fenly want to explain that ho knows every- 
thing, but in his wordiness he shows that he 
knows it differently from the way that every- 


body else knows it. Here 1s one of Mr. Jay 
Bould’s specimen statements: 


“T have learned only today thet the proposed in- 
fiictment was, in fact, before a Grand Jury in Mr. 
Martine’s time, and that a member of the Grand 
Jury wrote to Mr. Charles Francis Adams asking 
his opinion of the alleged misappropriation. In 
replv he received a letterfrom Mr. Adams saying 
that the transaction was an entirely proper one on 
the part of Mr. Sage and myself as Trustees. The 
ea spoke of this letter to Mr. Martine, and, at 

hat otticial’s request, gave it to him fora certified. 
copy to be made. That Grand Jury must have 
thrown out the proposed indictment, but I am in- 
forme! that the copy of Mr. Adams's letter some- 
how had disappeared from the files of the office when 
the matter was again referred to the February 
Grand Jury by District Attorney Fellows and in 
turn referred by it to Judge Cowing.” 


Here is the letter from Charles Francis Adams 
that Jay Gould refers to: 

THE UNION PACIFIC RAILWAY Come art. } 
EQUITABLE BUILDING, BOSTON, Oct. 31, 1887. 
E. 0..M. Rand, Eeg., New-York City: 

MY DEAR SIR: I have to acknowledge the eee 
of your telegram of yesterday, as follows: ‘Kindly 
inform me immediately whether the three millions 
Denver Pacific stock converted into Union Pacifico 
stock in 1880, at time of consolidation, is er is not 
held by your company 88 an asset. Answer.” 

The Denver Pacific steck in question was convert- 
ed into Union Pacific stock in 1880, and the Denver 
Pacific stock was then canceled. The Union Pacific 
stock was then issued to Mr. Gould in exchange for 
other securities, which were putin the treasury of 
the Union Pacific. A portion of the securities are 
still in the treasury of the Union Pacitic. The 
above, I believe, answers your question. I will 
merely add that-the transaction turned out in its re. 
suits aa extremely profitable one to the present 
consolidated Union Pacific Railway Company. I re- 
main, &c.,- CHARLES F. ADAMS, President. 

It will require some exceedingly closescrutiny 
to discover in that letter the certificate from 
Charles Francis Adams that, according to Jay 
ould, declares that the ‘‘alleged misappropria- 
tion” was a “transaction entirely proper” on 
the part of himself and Russell Sage as 
Trustees. Mr. Adams said nothing of the sort 
and intimated nothing of the sort. Certain 
things were done, he says, that ‘‘turned out ex- 
tremely profitable” to the Union Pacific Rail- 
road. Nobody has disputed this. It was also 
' extremely profitable” for Russel Sage and for 
Jay Gould. But it wasn’t profitable to the 
owners of the Kansas Pacific securities gobbled. 
Charles Francois Adams will hardly be pleased to 
see his name bandied around in the newspapers ° 
by Jay Gould as authority for the declaration 
that the transaction was ‘entirely proper.” 

Showing further how Mr. Jay Gould juggles 
with facts is his intimation in the already- 
quoted statement that District Attorney Mar- 
tine had destroyed this certificate of good char- 
acter from Mr. Adams, causing its disappear- 
ance from the District Attorney’s oflice before 
Mr. Fellows assumed control. 

It did not *‘disappear.” Myr. Fellows got it 
with the rest of the regular files belonging to 
the District Attorney’s office, and the copy that 
Tur TIMES quotes above is furnished by that of- 
ficer. It has been locked in his safe all the time, 
and with it was a note from Ezekiel C. M. Rand, 
the Grand Juror addressed by Mr. Adams, set- 
ting forth that he did not believe that Mr. Ad- 
ams, in writing his letter, had any ulterior mo- 
tives or knew that he was addressing a Grand 
Juror. 

The assertion was made yesterday that the 
prosecuting official who allowed Mr. Gould to 
jeave the vountry temporarily was Judge, then 
District Attorney, Martine. It was stated that 
he seid that while he believed the charges 
against Gould and Sage should be dismissed, it 
would be poor politics, in the middle of a heated 
campaign, to givethe appearance that there was 
one law for therich man and another for the 
poor. Judge Martine said yesterday, ‘I never 
saw Jay Gould but twice in my life. The firat 
time was when I was a student in Judge 

tapallo’s office, and took his afiidavit at the 
Metropolitan Hotel, and the second time was a 
year or two ago, when, riding uptown in an 
elevated railroad train with Police Justice 
White, he said to me, ‘That little man opposite 
to usis Jay Gould.’ 

“A ventienan other than Mr. Goodwin did 
apesk to me about Mr. Gould before the latter 
went to Europe. Iwillnot telihis name. He 
wanted to know if I had come to any conclusion 
in the Gould-Sage case, but beyond that ques- 
tion nothing passed between us. He seemed to 
desire that a conclusion should be arrived at at 
ones. [ will not say elther where I met the 
gentleman. He addressed a note to me, asking 
me to see him about this matter, and wanted an 
early reply—wanted me to come in person to his 
office. Lassumed that he was a friendof Mr. 
Gould. Noone was present at the interview but 
the gentleman and myself.” 

‘‘Was the gentleman Mayor Hewitt?’ 

‘“‘T shall not speak. On the same afternoon 
that I saw the gentleman Mr. Goodwin came to 
the District Attorney's office and I let him know 
my decision, uamely, that Mr. Gould could 
leave town if I could receive assurances 
that he would be in town when he was 
wanted. Mr. Goodwin replied that he wouid 
assure Mr. Gould’s presence when he was 
wanted. Upon that assurance I consented 
chat Mr. Gould should go. I wantto add that I 
never heard anything said in this case about po- 
litical reasons for refusing to allow Mr. Gould 
to go abroad. After he went away additional 
evidence in the case came to my knowledge, and 
I concluded that the matter might be settled. 
Therefore 1t was that I left a memorandum for 
District Attorney Feilows.”’ 

Judge Martine did not consider it any reflec- 
tion on the District Attorney’s office that the 
complainants in the Gould-Sage case had of- 
fered to settle with Gould for $300,000 and with 
Baxe for $100,000. “I heard,” he said, “*thata 
proposition of that kind had been made by the 
complainants before I left the District Attor- 
ney's office. As a matter of fact, negotiations 
of that sort have been openly made from the 
beginning of the difficulty between the bond- 
holders and Mr. Gould and Mr. Sage.” 

Altogether, Jay Gould has disturbed a very 
large-sized hornet’s nest. The theory that he is 
worried by the criminal complications about 
him, and has made an attempt to dedge behind 
a mystery, is now generally accepted as the true 
explanation fer his recent explosion. It is evi- 
deut that there is alarm and disappointment in 
the Gould camp from the fact that yesterday 
afternoon a protracted consultation was held in 
the Western Union Telegraph Company’s build- 
ing. There were present Jay Gould, his son 
George, Russell Sage, Judge Dillon, W. Bourke 
Cockran, andAlmon Goodwin. What took place 
ut the meeting and what, if any, definite plan of 
hetion was decided upon, is known only to those 
who were there. Itis inferred from the appear- 
ance and nanuner of those who were at the cen- 
sultation that very little was accomplished. 

The only opinion that could be pumped out of 
the legal adyisers of Mr. Gould was in effect that 
he had talked too much since his return. Not 
oue of the lawyers would say & word about the 
allegation of blackmail made by Gould, and up 
to the present time nothing has been discovered 
to support his remarkable statements. There 
appears no proof of his story that there js a 
zunspiracy to force a compromise settlement of 
the crimfmal prosecution, 

Gould made his first charge by declaring, 
vaguely, that the motives behind the prosecu- 
tion were a newspaper, & Cable company, and a 
woman. Now he adds to this by stating that he 
and Russell Sage were approached with an offer 
thatthe attempt to indict them would be stopped 
if they paid $600,000. It was tocost Gould 
$500,000 and Sage $100,000. The offer was 
made to George Gould while his father 
was off cruising on his yacht, and was 
protmptly refused. Mr. Gould also undertook to 
explain i: detail what he meant by the con- 
spiracy. He said his journalistic enemy was 
the Herald, the cable company was the Mackay- 
Bennett line, and the woman was Mrs. Ellen M. 
Hopkins, wife vf Amos L. Hopkins, a particular 
friend of Gould. The magnate intimated that 
others were in the ring to drive him and his as- 
sociates to the wall, but refrained from men- 
tioning any more Dames. # : 

The newspaper Gould mentions makes no 
Dones of a bitter feeling against the Gould 
plique, and the Commercial Cable Company has 
been a business rival ever since it was formed. 
The officiala of that company say they have 
very little knowledge of the indictment proceed- 
ing, and think that tho assertion was intended 
to influence the English cable companies. So 
faras Mrs. Hopkins is concerned, a flat denial 
has been made by her lawyers, who declare that 
she could have no motive forrevenge. Tho 
lawyers who originally represented the interests 
affected by the Gould-Sage pecformance are E. 
L. Andrews and W. H. De Lancey, and they not 
only deny the acousations of blackmail, but 
declare that they will make affidavit, 
if necessary, that George Gould offered 
them $30,000. Negotiations were pending 
two months with the expectation that Gould and 
Sago would make legal restitution. They are 
charged with misappropriating practically 
$6,000,000. Tne provision of the code touching 
their offense is that upon conviction the Trustee 
shall make restitution of the property embezzled 
and that be shall also pay 20 per cent. of the 
awount in addition to the county. Mr. Andrews 
said that Gould probably referred to restitution 
money when he mentioned the $600,000 black- 
mail, Mr. De Lancey said that the action had 
been in the hands of the public prosecuting 
officials since last October, and the charge of 
bilackmatl was absolutely false. The District 
Attorney says he is waiting for the Recorder's 
opinion of the case, and promises. if it is favora- 


ble to the prosecution, to present the facts to the 
Grand Jury withous delay. 

Nobody steps forward in Wall-street circles to 
defend or excuse Mr. Gould. Brokerage offices 
are ef1i)l filled with men who denounce his latest 
free-and-easy onslaughts upon investments. The 
idea gains ground that no dividend whatever 
would have been declared on Missouri Pacific 
except that Rugsell Sage and some other Di- 
rectors demanded that an opportunity be given 
them to get outof their holdings without fur- 
ther immediato losses, and upon precisely these 
conditions it is said that Russell Sage and ona 
other Director offered to advance the big sum 
of money needed to pay the declared dividend 
for the current quarter. 

Talk begins to be heard, moreover, of a gi- 
gantic construction company’s work in connec- 
tion with Missouri Pacific affairs. 


A HANDSOME CLUBHOUSE. 


THE BUILDING WHICH THE PROGRESS 
CLUB IS TO ERECT. 

Prof. Ware of Columbia College and the 
committee with him have announced their de- 
cision in the architectural competition for the 
now clubhouse which the Progress Club will 
erect on the northeast corner of Sixty-third- 
street and rifth-avenue. The designs of Alfred 
Zucker & Co. of 346 Broadway were accepted 
and the work of construction will be commenoed 
at once. So far as the drawings indicate, the 
building will be very handsome. The plans 
were submitted to unusaally careful criticism, 


and the committee say they will have, from an 
architeotural point of view, the finest clubhouse 
in the city. Inoluding the jand it will cost more 
than $500,000, the exact amount depending 
upon the extent of the decorations. 

Architecturally this clubhouse will be a nov- 
elty, for the style chosen has hitherto been 
somewhat neglected for large buildings in Now- 
York. It is the Italian Renaissance as carried 
outin Rome. The Farnese Palace is a well- 
known example of it. The new building will be 
100 by 92 feet, on a lot measuring 100 by 100 
feet. The larger frontage will be on Fifth- 
avenue, facing the Park, but the main entrance 
will be — on Sixty-third-street. The struct- 
ure will be four stories high, divided into three 
horizontal divisions by two richly-ornamented 
belt courses and surmounted by a heavy project: 
ing cornice, with broad frieze beneath. In their 
design the architects have striven rather for 
massiveness and boldness than for delicacy. 
The —_—_ on Sixty-third-street will consist of a 
central portion 40 feet wide, with 8 slightly pro- 
jecting wing or pavilion of 24 feet at each side. 
In the centre, on the first floor, is the entrance, 
® round arched Mop of 18 feet, approached 
by wide ateps leading to the vestibule’ On each 
side of this is a heavy mullioned square-headed 
window and similar openings are in the first 
floor of the two wings. Over the entrance on 
the second floor is an immense window, divided 
by heavy molded transoms, and in the wings 
single reund arched windows with wrought-iron 
balconies. In the floors above, the windows— 
square-headed, arched, and pedimented—are 
symmetrically arranged. The [TF ifth-avenue 
facade will be similarly treated, as a “return” 
forthe length of 80 feet, the remaining 20 feet 
dropping back a Jittle, containing ecorbelled 
stone balconies on the third floor, and on the 
fourth floor a loggia with the roof resting on 
columns, 

The building will be constructed of tooled 
monumental gray reckin the basement, and in 
the floors above of Perth Amboy briek, gray 
stone, and a little terra cotta. The interior of 
the building is to be arranged for larze effects. 
The central ball forming the axis of the editice 
will be 20 feet wide, dividing the structure into 
two equal parts. The staircase is to be at the 
extreme end of the hali. On the Fifth-avenue 
side on entering will be the library and reading 
room. Afterthat the drawing room and the 
ladies’ retiring rooms, &c. On the right, loot- 
ing on to Sixty-third-street, will be the commit- 
tee room, then the “small” dining room, the 
bar, and offices. The Jarge dining room, running 
through two stories, is to be on the second ficor, 
and the mezzanine floor thus formed is to be ar- 
ranged for card rooms. On the third story 
the staircase winds into a large foyer, 50 
by 25 feet, and this opens into the ballroom, 90 
by 62, and 30 feet high. In thisroom there will be 
a@ stage and dressing rooms, und at the west end 
a balcony. The basement will contain a café or 
kneipe, buffet, and billiard room; and beneath 
that, in the cellar, there will be bowling alleys, 
a buffet and toilet-reom. Tho building isto be 
sumptuously decorated in carved woods and 
marbles, but the details of this have yet to be 
arranged. Of the many large buildings which 
have been planned for this year in New-York, 
the Progress Club clubhouse is not by any 
means the most 1nsigniticant.

Another 
bonnet, a dainty thing, was covered with shaded 
écru and brown tulle, with a viue of rosebuds 
and leaves running down theback. On one side 
of the front was a fan-shaped array of brown 
and red ribbon, and on the other a few sprays 
of golden wheat. One of the most stylish 
of these millinery creations was a bonnet of 
white heather, trimmed with sage-green and 
white satin ribbons, lined with shaded velvet, 
and with tulle strings brought forward from an 
arch of shirring inthe back. Hats and bonnets 
are all made this season with high fronts, and 
the trimming, Instead of standing straight up 
from the front of them, is placed on the sloping 
back and beat forward sv as to give a graceful 
appearance to the ornamentation. 

Among the parasols were shown some of black 
chantilly lace entire; others were of white 
moire and raised embroidery, while others still 
were of crépe de chine, hand-run Spanish lace, 
black moire, and solid colors. There were many 
new designs in coaching parasols, and a great 
variety of gold and silver stick umbrellas.

A PASTOR ACOUSED OF LARCENY. 

The Rev. Henry Mason Baum, President of the 
Church Review Publishing Company of 28 West 
Twenty-third-street, was charged with grand lar- 
ceny in the Tombs Police Court yesterday by Ar- 


thur E. Walradt of Charles T. Roper & Co., printers 
at Ann and William streets. Mr. Baum is accused 
of paying a printing bill with two worthless drafts, 
respectively for $500 and $800, and, when he was in- 
forined that they conld not be cashed, offering to 
pledge the stock of his company, which he said was 
worth more than $17,000, for their payment. He is 
alleged to have threatened his printers witha suit 
for $25,000 damages unless they acceded to his 
proposition, as he claimed that his company lost 
much money by the printers’ tardiness in not de- 
livering his magazines.

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SIMPLE JUSTICE ASKED 


NEW-YORE'S OLAIM 70 A 
STATE ASSESSORSHIP. 

THE RURAL MEMBERS SHOULDER TO 
SHOULDER AGAINST IT—DISCUSSING 
THE TRUST INVESTIGATION, 

ALBANY, March 27.—The canny Assem- 
blymen from the rural districts, which profit by 
the excessive burden of taxation which the 

State Isys upon the city of New-York, tumbled 

over each other this morningin their haste to go 

on record as opposing any lightening of the 
load. A bill introduced by Mr. Connelly of New- 

York the latter part of January and favorably 

reported upon by the Judiciary Committee 

brought the countrymen together. It in- 
creases the State Board of Assessors to three, 
and directs that one of the two additional mem- 
bers shall be a resident of that county in 
the State which pays the largest amount of 
taxes, which would of course give New- 

York what it now has not—represéntation on 

the board. The bill came up in Committee of 

the Whole, and Mr. Connelly made 8 temperate 
apeech in its favor. The Legislature, he said, 
has been repeatedly centured for falling to do 

New-York the justice which his bill designed. 

The work of the Board of Equalization had 

given ground for the belief that instead of being 

@ board of equity it was one of iniquity. The 

injustice of a State board to equalize taxes be- 

tweén the counties of the State, in whioh the 
county that in 1886 paid 46 percent. of the 
taxes of the State was not represénted, was 
sucha monstrous absurdity that it would seem 


only necessary to call attention to it to have it 
remedied. In California the city of San Fran- 
cisco had two representatives on the State Board 
of Equalization, and in Illinois the city of Ubica- 
go haa alike number. New-York did not ask 
fortwo. It only desired that it might be repre- 
sented on the board. 

Judge Greene of Orange, a county which paid 
last year 88 cents in taxes where New-York 
paid $2 11, professed to be friendly to the bill 
and to the idea that New-York should have one 
of the State Assessors, and then offered an 
amendment to the bill striking out that part 
giving New-York representation on the board. 
The Governor, he said, had said that he would, 
ifhe had the opportunity, appoint a New-York 
man ou the board, aud he believed he would do 
it. The clause in the bill making it mandatory 
upon him to do 80 was foolish. The question 
should be left to the ‘ equity and justice of the 
appointing power’—a suggestion which sent 
cold chills down the backs of the friends of 
the bill when they reflected on the hands that 
now hold the appointing power. : 

Mr. Van Gorder of Wyoming, a county which 
paid last year 84 cents intaxes where New: York 
paid $2 11, and earnestly desires the earth with 
a nickel-plated fence around it, tumbled into the 
rural procession with the statement that there 
is not aspotin the State where so much money 
escapes taxation as in New-York, and said he fa- 
vored Judge Greene’s amendment. Mr. Crosby 
dropped in the suggestion that the bill was 
made necessary by the fact that New-York was 
usually overlooked when appointments to the 
Board of Assessors Were made, and endeavored 
to pacify the rural gentlemen by saying that a 
New-York member would always be in a minor- 
itv anyway. 

Senagor McCann, who had been industriously 
writing, at this point presented anotber amend- 
ment, giving an ,assessor to the county paying 
next to the largest amount of taxes, whioh 
would, of course, take care of Kinga. Mr. 
Coon of Oswego, a connty which paid in taxes 
last year $1 49 where New-York paid $2 11, 
opposed the bill, and Mr. O’Connor of New-York 
expressed dissatisfaction with the clause mak- 
ing it mandatory on the Governor to appoint a 
New-York man on the board. “I have confi- 
dence,” he said, ‘‘in the intelligence, patriotism, 
and fidelity totrustsof the Governor of the 
State, who eommands the contidence of the peo- 
plo of the State, and I am not afraid to trust the 
interests of the State in his hands.” Such con- 
fidence in our Governor is possessed by few 
members of the Legislature. Again the cold 
chill crept down the backs of the friends of the 
bill. 

Mr. Ainsworth of Oswego went racing along 
after his colleazue, Mm Coon, with the cheerful 
intimation that New-York would not be much ot 
a town anyway were it not for the wealtn 
poured into it by the counties. The bill was 
ordered to a third reading. 

The gentlemen who profess to be deeply at- 
tached to the mischievous half-holiday law of 
last year suffered several serious shucks to their 
sensibilities when the bill reported by the As- 
sembly Danks Committee repealing the law 
came up to-day. “Thelaw benefits nobody ex- 
cept perhaps a few workingmen in the large 
cities,” said Mr. Ainsworth, “and no day more 
cetrimental to the business interests could have 
possibly been selected.” 

“The lawis no morein favor of workingmen 
than a crow flying over the streets,” said Mr. 
Platt. “It was never desired by workingmen 
unless they were deceived. All this talk about 
it beingiu their interest jis the most unmiti- 
gated rot, and I hope it will be taken out of the 
catalogue of frauds upon the laboring men of 
this State.” 

“It doesn’t do anything for the workingman, 
and doesn’t claim to,’ said Mr. Saxton. “1t 
doesn’t do anything whatever. People in my 
county work Saturday afternoons just as much 
as ever, and the banks are even open. I+ tales 
away froin the workinginan one-twelfth of his 
working time wherever Saturday 18 made a 
half holiday, and gives him more time in which 
to spend his earnings.” 

“Itis the most demoralizing act to the buai- 
pess interests put upon the statute books in 25 
years,” said Mr. Gallagher of Erie. 

“Trois an unmitigated nuisance and damaging 
to the whole agricultural interests of the State,” 
added Mr. Cornwall, who carried every district 
but three in Yutes County last Fall. ‘ 

Tho professional frieuds of labor, Finn of New- 
York and Farrell of Kings, opposed the bill, and 
so did Mr. Longley of the latter county, Mr. 
Morgan of New-York, and Mr. MoKenna. Mr. 
khodes offered an amendment making Satur- 
days in June, July, and August whole holidays, 
aud Mr. Coon of Oswego presented one making 
Saturdays in July, August, and September half 
holidays. Neither ainmendment was accepted by 
the Assembly, and the repealing bill was or- 
dered to a third reading. 

The Vedder resolution, asking the New-York 
Representatives in Congress to favor a bill sub- 
stituting a tax which this State may some time 
impose on liquor dealers for the present Federal 
tax, passed the Assembly this morning by a 
vote of 48 to 47. This valuable hint will now 
go tothe New-York delegation in Congress, the 
Senate having approved it. 

Mr. Shea of New-York, who last evening in- 
troduced a bill enabling corporations with de- 
fective articles of incorporation to amend the 
same, arose in the Assembly this moraing to a 
question of privilege and said the bill was not 
in the interest of the cable railway. He was 
grieved to think that anybody believed he had 
not told the truth when he said so last night, and 
said he could not remember that ever since he 
was a boy hadhe “willfully told a lie of any 
importance.” 

The policy of the Republicans to hamper and 
embarrass in every possible way the operation 
of the State prisons was curiously illustrated in 
the Assembly to-day. Mr. Crosby sought to 
bring up the bill appropriating $250,000 to en- 
able the Wardeus of the prisons to open the cells 
and send the convicts back to the idle workshops. 
Only 17 members voted for the motion, 

Assemblyman Crosby took one more step to- 
day in preparing for the final battle over the 
license bill. He gave notice that he should 
move to suspend that joint rule which prohibits 
a bill which has passed one house from being 
passed by the other iu less than two days there- 
after unless by the consent of two-thirds of the 
members present. Assemblyman Johnson of 
Onondaga, whose vote is relied upon for the 
bill, 1s ill, and some consideration will have to 
be paid to this fact in fixing «a day for calling up 
the high license measure. 

The Asseimbly adjourpved out of respect to the 
memory of the late William Dorsheimer. 

The whole day was absolutely wasted by the 
Senate in the discussion of the resolution of 
Senator Low, which calls fora further inveati- 
gation of trusts by the Arnold General Laws 
Committee. There is something curious about 
the introduction of this resolution, and as for 
that matter about everything else relating to 
trusts with which this Senate has had to do. 
Senator Low is not a member of the General 
Laws Committee, and nothing was disclosed to- 
day that would show that he had offered his 
resolutiou after consultation with any member 
of that committee. With the éxception of Senu- 
tors Ives and Langbein none of the members of 
the committee has taken positive ground, 
either foror against a continuance of the In- 
vestigation. These two gentlomen favor a fur- 
therinquiry. 1tis accepted as a fact that the 
lobby here bas been retained by the trusts, with 
a view not only to a ye oa any further investi- 
gation, but also to kill any proposed legislation. 
There are lobbies and lobbies, and some of the 
Senators begiu to wonder if Lobby No, 2 is not 
working throuch gprskin members, of the Sen- 
ate, who are, of ddélrsé, innocent of what is in 
progress in antagonism to Lobby No. 
1 for the purposo of atimulating the 
Jater to greater endeavor, to say noth- 
ing of compelling an increased expend- 
iture of money. Whether any of tho noble 
Senutors are engaged in any auch game of see- 
saw is a matter for each man who gives thought 
to the subject to determine for bimaelf. That 
there is hugger-mugger of some kind going on 
somewhere is the impression of Several honest 
gentlemen, who are accustomed to legislative 
methoda, and yet who cannot fix their eyes upon 
the exact spot where the woolly-headed Ethrop 
is supposed to be concealed. : 

In to-day’s discagsion Senator Cantor, whose 
suspicions have been aroused, took the ground 
that for the present, at least, the proposition to 
extend the investigation should be tabled. 
After the Senate had shown:a disposition to act 
upon his Trust bill (Tammany’s) or upon the 
bill introduced by Chairman Arnold it would 
then, he said, bein good taste to talk about ex- 
tending the investigation, and he would vote for 
any resolution to that effect. When Senator | 
Raines, a marked friend of the frnsts, took a 
somewhat similar view Mr. Cantor wonaered 
what wasin the air. So far. os can be ascer- 
tained Mr. Raines wants no farther investiga- 
tion, either now or inthe remote future. Senator ! 


Vedder, on the other hand, was willing the Low 
resolution should be adopted. When Senator 
Fassett ur, the adoption of the resolution 
ph nay, I new that he was not taking a forced 
position, but that he was acting according to his 
honest belief. Senator Sloan, to whom the posi- 
tion of things looks a little queer, was willing to 
continue the investigation, provided the General 
Lawe Committee was given the power to perform 
the work whenever it chooses. He would not, 
he said, insist upon the committee taking up the 
investigation immediately and proceeding with 
it unless its members saw fit. Senator Low as- 
sured his associates that his resolution was not 
introduced for the purpose of killing trusts log- 
islation, however much 1t might have that ap- 
pearance. 

And the Senators, after two and a half hours’ 
disoussion, were just where they began. They 
took no vote, and the whole subject went over. 

pon adjourning out of respect to William 
Dorsheimer, a former presiding officer, the Sen- 
ate agreed to ask the Assembly to appoint a 
joint committee to prepare resolutions. A me- 
moriai service may held later in the seasion. 
Committees will be appointed to attend the 
funeral ef Mr. Dorsheimor. 

A caucus of Republicans may be called in a 
few days to fix the date of final adjournment. 
It is tue opinion of Speaker Cole and of a con- 
siderable number of Senators and Assemblymen 
that the Legislature should dissolve before the 
Republican State Convention. Friday, the 11th 
of May, ia the date most favored by them. The 
Legisiature can finish its Jabors by that day ifit 
chooses. The strikers and corridor vermin 
chiefly constitute those who aro always anxious 
to agen 8 legislative session. 

The agents of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company bad enough votes in the Senate Judic- 
lary Committee this afternoon to report favor- 
ably the Pierce bill, = the company’s 
$200,000 back tax grab. ndeed, Senators 
Pierce, Raines, Vedder, and Erwin did not vote 
to do this, but subsequently thoy reconsidered 
their action and decided to delay final action 
until the absont mewbers of the committee could 
be present and be placed upon record. These 
absentees were Kellogg of Essex, Foley of Sara- 
toga, and Laughlia of Buffalo. Mr. Foley was 
present earlier in the session, but had disap- 
peared before the steal was taken up. Mr. Kel- 
logg when he went away left instructions to be 
recorded against the steal. Mr. Laughlin 
was in and out, and was told that the 
steal would come up before § adjourn- 
ment. When the committee finally took 
a vote upon the measure Mr. Laughlin did not 
respond. He was not to be seep upon any of 
the book shelves, nor was he perched on the 
copper chandelier; neither was he undera table. 
Heo had gone. To the best recollection of the 
committee he went about seven  min- 
utes and three-quarters or thereabouts be- 
fore the note was reached. The action 
of Messrs. Foley and Laughlin may indi- 
cate unwillingness to meet this steal face to 
face. It might be construed, and perhaps would 
be by the uncharitable, as an act of friendliness 
to the Western Union Company by leaving the 
committee so reduced numerically that the 
company’s agents. would certainly be found 
in a majority when the vote was taken. It 
might be interpreted as the effect of 
excessive hunger. But Whatever it was due to 
there is no doubt about Senators Vedder, Raines, 
Pierce, and Erwin being desirous to pull Messrs. 
Foley and Laughlin “out of their holes,” as it 
was pointedly expressed by one of the commit- 
tec. In other words, they want them on record, 
and it would seem from the calmness and de- 
meanor of the four as if they may have had 
assurances that either one or both of the ab- 
sentees are in favor of the steal. 

The two votes cast against a favorable report 
were those of Senators Ives and Robertson. 
After the six commiltcemen had been polled 
Mr. Ives told of the instructions lefs with him 
by Senator Kellogg. He naYvely suggested that 
as only two-thirds of the committee were pres- 
ent this aotion be reconsidered anda vote be 
taken at atime when every member of the com- 
mittee could place himself on record. Senator 
Pierve smiled and so did some of the 
others, He said he had no_ objection. 
Senator Erwin’s eyes twinkled. Senator 
Vedder jumped like a trout for a May 
fly. ‘For the purpose of nullifying to-day’s 
action,” he exclaimed, “I'll vote no on 
this motion of Mr. Pierce's to favorably report. 
That will make the vote a tie, and the motion 
will be lost.” The six Senators ail smiled, Sen- 
ators Foley and Laughlin wil: not smile when 
they learn how generously they have been 
treated by their associates. 

Mr. Willard Brown of New-York, justly cele- 
brated as a legislative sharp and an adjuster of 
relations between servants of the public and 
such corporations as telograph and insurance 
companies, visited the Capitol to-day, presuma- 
Dly to take an account of stock and study the 
problem involved in steering a steal of $200,000 
past 180 members of the Legislature, 25 per 
cent. of whom could be persuaded to divide up 
the whole amount among them. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee will give a 
hearing on the Reilly bill creating a State Gas 
Commission on Thursday afternoon of this week. 

Mr. Lawson N. Fuller, who hopes to round out 
his erratic life by establishing an American 
Ascot on asection of Central Park, amused the 
Assembly Committee on Cities this afternoon by 
arguments in favor of the bill of Mr. Connolly 
of New-York, desigued to aid nim in doing it. 
Mr. Connolly’s measure proposes to give Mr. 
Fuller and his fellow-horsemen a strip 100 feet 
otf the west side of Central Park, running the 
whole length of the park, and compels the city 
to spend not more than $300,000 in fitting up 
for Mr. Fuller and other eminent old sports a 
speed track thereon, _ To the accomplishment 
of this modest scheme Mr. Fuller is bending all 
his energies. One hundred and sixty horsemen 
join with him in a petition to the Legislature to 
legalize the grab, and Mr. Fuller talked to the 
Cities Committee this afternoon until it was 
tired about the crying need of aspeeding track 
at public expense on publis ground. Aesistant 
Corporation Counsel Scott did not talk so iong, 
but he *“guyed” Mr. Fuller and his fellow- 
grabbers, and told the committee that nobody 
but the grabbers wanted to reduce the size of 
Yentral Park or turn the public out of any por- 
tion of it. Everybody else opposed the granting 
of his preposterous demand, Ex-Judge James 
W. Angell supported Mr. Fuller’s impudent re- 
quest, and Mr. William R. Martin added afew 
words to what Mr. Scott had to say. 

The Cities Committees of the Assembly will to- 
morrow report for printing Mr. Sheehan's bill 
providing for a centralization of the railroad 
traffic of Buffalo and the abolition of grade 
crossings in that city. The bill is one favored 
by the railroad compunies themselves, and isa 
compromise of a long effort ou the part of the 
Buffalo authorities to make that part of the city 
in the vicinity of Exchange-street sate for some- 
thing besides railroad traftic and resistance on 
the part of some of the roads to various 
schomes proposed. It provides for the converg- 
ing of all the lines entering the city toa point 
to the east of the present New-York Central 
station, and will, it is said, involve the expend- 
iture by the railroad companies wf $1,000,000. 
The city also will be forced te expend a large 
sum to aid in bringing about the desired result. 

Mr. A. ©. Dodd, who drew the agreement 
under which the Stancard Oil Trust was formed, 
and is, therefore, in a position to know some- 
thing about a subject of pecullar interest te 
some members of the Legislature, appeared be- 
fore the joint Judiciary Committee of the Sen- 
ate and Assembly this afternoon. Mr. Dodd 
was there ostensibly to protest against sume 
measures now before the Legislature: which, if 
permitted to become laws, would compel trusts 
generally to seek some other means to strangle 
competition and putyup prices than those they 
are now able touse. Trusts, in his view, are an 
unalloyed blessing, and their conception one of 
the most gratifying achievements of the nine- 


‘teenth century. Like Orator Puff, Mr. Dodd has 


more than one voice; 
less than four varieties, and all were 
exhibited in his eulogy of trusts 
to-day. Mr. Dodd does not anticipatejany legis- 
lation at Albany this Winter inimical to trusts, 
nor does anybody else, but it is much easier and 
more polite to furnish the friends of the trust in 
the Legislature with arguments suitable for use 
in discussions through a committee hearing thau 
in the usual form by which clients supply ain- 
munition to their advocates. It will be interest- 
ing to see how closely the arguments in favor of 
trusts which are going to be heard inthe Senate 
and ‘Assembly will follow the points furnished 
by Mr. Dodd this afternoon. Simple-minded 
folks who really believe that the anti-trust talk 
in the Legislature is really an attack on these 
combinations will be starthed by the re- 


semblance. :

THE IRISH LAND. COURTS 


LARGE REFORMS URGED BY 
OHUROHILL. ’ 

THE PRESENT SYSTEM CHARACTERIZED 
AS INSANE AND UNREASONABLE— 
HOW THE BUDGET IS RECEIVED. 

LONDON, March 27.~The debate on Mr. 

Balfour’s billto expedite business in the Irish 

land courts by appointing assessors to assist the 


Judges was resumed in the House of Commons 
to-night. 

Lord Randolph Churohill urged the Govern- 
ment to substitute for Mr. Balfour's bill a larger 
measure, bringing the machinery of land litiga- 
tion in Ireland under one body—to be actuated 
by one policy and managed by one staff, which 
should deal both with the purchase and valua- 
tion of lands, and the subject of rents. The 
present system was complicated and expensive, 
and was characterized by insanity and unreason. 
[Cries of “Hear!” ‘ Hear!”’] There were 
three separate tribunals in Ireland for the 
administration of land laws, and in some 
respects they were antagonistic to each 
other. There was the old Landed Estates 
Court,tthe Land Commission of 1881, and the 
Purchase Commission of 1885. The joint result 
of the labor of the commissions had been the re- 
duction of rents in Ireland by £2,000,000 year- 
ly, while the total cost of the commissions had 


been no less than £500,000. The commissions 
had unwittingly neutralized each other, for the 
more work the Purchase Commission did the 
less the Land Commission had todo Why not 
Teview the whole system without delay? If 
the Government aid not deal quickly with the 
settlement of the claims of the tenants the 
land troubles would increase greatly. 

Mr. T. W. Russell said that Lord Randolvh 
Churchill’s sfeech would produée an effect in 
Treland. The block in the land courts was im- 
mense and the tenants kept importuning the 
members tu bring the question before the House, 
Mr. Balfour’s new bill would compel the tenants 
to go before a sort of committee of selection. 
The tenants weuld consider the proposals asa 
desperate effort of the Government to undo the 
work of the Commissioners, who had been fix- 
ing rents at a fair figure, and umless the meas- 
ure was withdrawn Parliament would hear 
about it loudly and strongly. [Parnellite cheers. } 

Mr. Balfour contended that the bill would én- 
able the land courts to deal more rapidly with 
the pending arrears and would give eater 
elasticity to the work of the courts. The pro- 
posals were designed to meet the views of the 
opposition. If they did not meet with approval 
he would withdraw them. But he thought the 
best course would be to allow the bill to be read 
the first time. 

Mr. Gladstone approved the introduction of 
the bill without pledging his ultimate upproval 
of the measure. The vil] was then read the first 
time and the House adjourned until April 5. 

At a meeting of the Liberal members of Parlia- 
ment to-day, Mr. Gladstone presiding, it was 
decided to support the leading principles of the 
Local Government bill and to try to obtain an 
amendment making County Councils entirely 
elective. 

Mr. Parnell will not visit Ireland during the 
Easter recess, but will go tothe south of Eng- 
land for the benefit of his health. 

Messrs. Dillon and T. M. Healy, addressing 
League meetings in Dublin this evening, said 
that Mr. Balfour’s Land Court pill would raise 
the fiercest opposition unless modified in conso- 
nance with the wishes of tenants. 

A dispatch frou. Massowah says: ‘‘ The Abys- 
sinian forces advanced upon Saati last night.

The Stock Exchange received the budget fay- 


-orably. The consensus of opinion is that the 


proposals to levy a tax of 1s. per cent. on non- 
registered securities and a sixpence stamp on 
contract notes will not disturb business. Tie 
shilling levy falls chiefly on the railroads, and 
the contract stamp tax will tend to diminish 
the number of buceket shops dealing in small 
amounta. The settloment is proceeding satis- 
factorily. Contungoes were light; on foreign 
securities 14g to 319 per cent. and on railroad 
securities 3 to 342. The Treasury will issue an 
announcement that the holders of the new 3 
per cents dissenting from tbe terms of the con- 
sols conversion scheme will be paid off on April 5.

MRS. STEWART’S GIFTS TO THE 
OONTSSTANTS. 
JUDGH HILTON’S SON TELLS OF HER 
NUMEROUS ANNOYANCES FROM HEIRS 
AND ALLEGED HEIRS. 


Tho Stewart will case occupied the at- 
tention of Surrogate Ransom yesterday for the 
lasc time until May. 7. Mr. Choate and hie as- 
sociates for the contestants had entered court 
prepared to encounter a fresh witness, J. Henry 
Work, but Edward B. Hilton was put upon the 
stand again and Mr. Root took him in charge. 

Mr. Hilton recalled much that Mrs. Stewart 
did for Mrs. Prescott Hal! Butler, the chief con- 
testant, and for other relatives. Indeed, she 
was always showing them kindness, allowing 
them to live at her house, to accompany her, at 
her expense, to Saratoga and to Europe, and 
generally providing for their comfort. The plain 
purpose of the inquiry was to show that Mrs. 

‘Stewart was-attended daily by various persons 
not connected with the Hilton family, and that 
she undertook during her lifetime to bestow 
substantial favors upon them, meaning to dis- 
charge thereby all the obligations imposed by 
such companionship. Having thus done what 
she conceived to be her duty toward them, what- 


ever she may have done for them in her will 
wasin the nature of simple charity. This was 
jmplied in the tone, manner, and substance of 
this line of inquiry. 

The attention of Mr. Hilton was recalled to 
certain deeds made by Mrs. Stewart during the 
Fall after her husband’s death, in regard to 
which the witness had been interrogated briefly 
by Mr. Choate. Mr. Root intended that the 
answers given to Mr. Choate should be amplified 
and explained. One of the deeds, the witness 
seid, was of the house occupied by the Stewarts 
before they moved into the marble mansion. 
Mrs. Stewart gave this former home to Mrs. 
Prescott Hall Butier, wife of the chief contest- 
‘ant. The consideration was only love and 
attection. Mrs. Butler thereby became owner 
of a fine house directly across the street 
from the ‘mansion. She gave a_ house 
in the neighborhood to Mrs. Lawrence 
Kmith, the house at 1 West Thirty-fourth-street 
to Charles P. Clinch, another house to the Misses 
_Clinch, and a house on Thirty-fifth-street to her 
butler, William Smith. During the Fall of 1876, 
at about the time of these transfers, the witness 
delivered letters from Mrs. Stewart to Mrs, But- 
ler, Mrs. Smith, and the Misses Clinch. Those 
letters provided for annuities of $10,000 each 
to the persons named. He gave the letters to 
Mrs. Butler and Mrs. Smith and to Miss Julia 
Clinch. On the day after the letters were 
handed to him he reported to Mrs. Stewart the 
fact of their delivery. 

‘Well, they ought all to be satisfied now,” 
was her comment upen this report. 

The witness went on to explain something of 
the Stewart household after Mr. Stewart’s 
‘death. Miss Kate Smith lived constantly at Mrs. 

tewart’s up to the time that Miss Smith be- 
came Mrs. Wetherill, in January, 1879. Miss 
Caroline Smith also spent much of her time 
there up to the time of her marriage to Prescott 
Halt Butler. Mre. Butler before her marriage 
traveled abroad with Mrs. Stewart. The witness 
recalled that she went as early as 1867, when she 
accompanied Mr. and Mrs. Stewart. Mr. Stewart 
went across as United States Commissioner to 
the Paris Exposition. On the occasion of Kate 
Smith’s marriage the witness carried to that 
person from Mrs. Stewart a check for $10,000 
as a wedding present. The wedding took place 
at the residence of Mra. Lawrence Smith, at 
537 Fifth-avenue, but Mrs. Stewart paid all the 
expenses. 

The witness said that Mrs. Stewart was not on 
intimate terms with tbe Butler family, who 
were her half-blood relatives. Mra. Stewart and 
the witness’s maternal grandfather were 
brought up as children together in the same 
‘household. From his earliest recollection Mrs. 

‘Stewart and the witnese’s mother were on terms 
of the most affectionateintimacy. Mrs. Stewart 

‘always called Mrs. Hilton **Ellie.” Her name 
was Ellen. Mr. Root then handed to the witness 
a letter addressed to Judge Hilton. He indenti- 
lie the letter and envelope asin Mrs. Stewart’s 
handwriting. On the envelope she had written 
“not to be opened untill have gone away.” 
Tunis letter was handed py Mrs. Stewart to Judve 
Hilton just before she sailed for Europe, June 
28, 1876, lesa than three wontha after Mr. Stew- 
art’s death. The letter read as follows: 

MY DEAR JUDGE: I feel that I have not said one- 
half that my grateful heart prompts me to say. 
You have been 80 annoyed with me and wy af- 
fairs that Iam powerless to thank you as I ought. 
Iimy beloved husband could look down upon us and 
bee all that is going on and all you are doing for me 
and his loved memory, would he not say, though in 
heaven, ‘Dear Judge, I thank you, and God bless 
you for all your kindness to her I loved?” Whav 
more can I say than repeat his words. Dear Judges, 
I thank you again and again, and God bless you. 

CORNELIA M. STEWART. 

P.S. Dear Judge, I would say much more if I 
eould, but my heart and eyes are overflowing. Your 
own kind heart will tell you all I would say. Good- 
bye, and God bless you and Ellie. 

The witness described Mrs. Stewart's tastes 
and habits. She wasa great newspaper reader 
aud kept posted on all matters of current interest. 
Her information upon social and family matters 
Was thorough. The witness looked to ber as an au- 
thority upon matters of the ancestry and rami- 
fications of New-York families. She was fond of 
the theatres. It was her practice for years to 
occupy her box at Niblo’s every Monday nieht, 
where Mr. Stewart usually joined her at about 9 
o'clock, after leaving the dow1i-town store. She 
was remarkably well informed about plays and 
actors. She had strong opinions also about the 
woman question and often in the hearing of 
Witness condemned the efforts of women to en- 
ter politics. Their redemption from drudgery 
aud serfdom lay in education, in her opinion. 
Education would fit them to better their condi- 
tion and help themselves. She was fond of 
art, especially of engravings, and she could tell 
a story remarkably weil, having mimetic gifts 
of a high order, aud a keen sense of humor. 

When it came Mr. Choate’s turn again he 
struck at once into the veinof inquiry suggested 
by the redirect examination. lt appeared as he 
went on that Mrs. Stewart probably had no bank 
account, but when she wanted money she sent 
to Judge Hilton. Her calfs were made about 
weekly, and ranged from $1,000 to $2,500. 

Coming to the letter from Mrs. Stewart to 
Judze Hilton, above quoted, Mr. Choate usked 
What service Judge ilton had rendered Mrs. 
Stewart during the 80 days following her hus- 
band’s death which should call forth such grati- 
tude. The vajtness said Judge Hilton had spent 
all his time with the affairs of the estate. 

‘He had an interest in the estate, had be 
not?’ 

a3 No.” 

“ Was he not to receive $1,000,000?” 

“Yes, but he haa no interest in the estate after 
that lecacy was paid, except to do his duty as 
Executor.” 

‘Well, thatis one thing he did to earn her 
gratitude. He got his $1,000,000. What else 
had he dore for her in that interval?” 

Mr. Conkling protested against such a per- 
version of the testimony. Perliaps the counsel 
did not mean to have the question understood as 
it sounded. In any case, it was improper. 

“1 do mean what I said,” Mr. Choate added. 
“I mean to show that all Judge Hilton did in 
that interval was to get money out of Mra. Stew- 
art. Now, I ask the witness to recall what else 
Judge Hilton did at that time with reference to 
the affairs of Mra. Stewart?” 

‘He paid legacies and did a great dealof work 
toward settling affairs.” 

“Specify what he did.” 

**He performed the usual duties of an Execu- 
tor. ThatisallIcananswer. I was not at his 
elbow to see what he did.” 

Then Mr. Choate began to inquire into Mrs. 
Btewart’s “habit” of getting money from Judge 
Hilton. The opposing counsel did not like the 
word * habit.” 

“Leaving out.the word ‘habit,’ Mr. Choate 
continued, ‘‘did she not begin to get all the 
money she had for use, from Judge Hilton after 
the deed of April 14%” 

“T object,” said Mr. Rollins, ‘‘ The date is all 
that is honest in that question.” 

“All that is what?” inquired Mr. Choate in 
Bpparent wonder. 

‘*Honest,” Mr. Rollins repeated.

Along in the afternoon when Mr. Choate had 
pressed questions such as are indicated above, 
and had failed to get the witness to stumble, 
and yet seemed bound to persist in the same 
class of questions, the witness broke the monot- 
ouy by saying: “I am telling the truth, Mr. 
Choate, and you den’t like it.’ Mr. Choate had 
no more questions to ask. 

Under Mr. Root’s guidance the witness remem- 
bered as among the annoyances which his father 
shouldered at that time for Mrs. Stewart were 
the importunities of alleged heirs, the-comple- 
tion of the Women’s Hotel, extensive repairs 
ou the Grand Union Hotel at Saratoga, and work 
on the cathedral.

FRANK STROEBEL’S SALOON. 
CHARGING THAT IT WAS OPEN 
BUSINESS LAST ELECTION DAY. 
Excise Commissioners Woodman and Von 
Glahn listened yesterday to testimony in the 
case of Frank Stroebel, a liquor dealer at 120 
Hester-street, whose license is sought to be re- 
voked on the ground that he had violated the 
excise law by keeping. his place open and selling 
liquor and beer on last election day. The place 
is one of the liquor saloons in the Eighth Assem- 
bly District reported as the resort of persons 
engaged in engineering fraudulent voting in the 
district, and it was closely watched on election 
day by detectives employed by the City 
Reform Club. Stroebel recently applied 


to have his license transferred to 94 


Chrystie-street. The attention of the Excise 
Commissioners was called to the charge made in 
# pamphlet published by the Reform Club that 
Stroebel’s place was kept open and liquor and 
beer were sold there on election day, and he was 
summoned to show cause why hie license should 
not be revoked. The City Reform Club took 
charge of the prosecution, and the formal com- 
en was made on information by George 
ewis Prentiss, a member of theclub. Messrs. 
Lewis L. Delafield and William A. Short ap- 
eared as counsel for the prosecution, and 
ercival Michelbachee defended Stroebel. 

The specific charge was that Stroebel’s liquor 
store was not closed or kept closed on Noy. 8, 
1887, and that he permitted beer and liquors to 
be sold in the place, which is within a quarter of 
a mile of a polling place. James L. Moore, Mil- 
ton M. Moore, Augustus F. King, and James H. 
Gorman testified that a number of times during 
election day, and while the polls were open, 
they wentiuto Stroebel’s place and purchased 
and drank beer there. Both the front and side 
doors were open, and there was not the slightest 
difficulty in entering the place. People were 
continually goingin and out during the day, 
using both doors. Stroebel wus in the place 
part of the time, and at other times he was on 
the sidewalk punching election tickets and tak- 
ing men who were brought to him by Patrick 
Hickey into the back room of the liquor store. 

For the defense Stroebel Swore that his place 
was not open for business during the day until 
after 4 o’clock, when the polls closed. The 
front door, he swore, was locked and secured by 
@ heavy wooden bar on the inside. There was 
no liquor sold during the day. He had wen 
at work in the barroom during the day painting 
apd repairing. These men were produced as 
witnesses, and they cerroborated Stroebel’s tes- 
timony. In rebuttal, the detectives repeated 
their previous prong One of them identi- 
fied Henchel, one of the workmen, as having 
been in the place, but the witness swore that 
Henchel was behind the bar waiting on cus- 
tomers. Hencbel swore that this was false. 

When the testimony was allin, Mr. Delafield 
called the attention of the Commissioners to the 
fact thutthe defendant haa admitted that he 
had violated thelawinopening his place for 
business after the polls closed. He contended 
thut this was a violation of the exeise law, 
which provides that liquor saloons must bo 
clused on election day when within a quarter of 
a mile of a pollins place, and this meant all day 
(the same as Sunday) and not merely during the 
hours the polls are open. On this ground he 
should ask for aconviction of the defendant. 
Comwmissioner Woodman said that this Was 
@& new Interpretation of the statute. It 
bad never been brought up for decis- 
jon in the cvuurt,:- and it Was such 
a nice question of law that he did not 
think the Commissioners could decide it without 
advice of counsel. Commissioner Von Glahn 
thought it was preposterous. Election day, he 
believed, was While the election was yolng on, 
and it mad been the invariable custom for sa- 
loons to open after the closing of the polls. if 
Mr. Delattela’s position was well taken, then the 
licenses of almost every liquor saloou in the 
eity and of the hotels could be revoked. Cow- 
missioner Woodman said that he was ready to 
vole on the question of the revocation of the 
license at once, but Mr. Von Glahn objected and 
said that he did not propose to yote upon the 
question of revoking w license unless all the 
Cownmissiouers were present. As Commissiover 
Andrews Was absent the decision in the case was 
deferred.

TWO MEN BLOWN TO ATOMS, 


A TERRIVIO EXPLOSION IN A DYNANITE 

FACTORY. 

An explosion occurred in the dynamite 
factory near Ardsley, Westchester County, at 
8:15 o’clook yesterday morning with so much 
force that the people for miles around thought 
there had been an earthquake. It was L. D. 
Stickney’sa Aqueduct Powder Works, which were 
situated on Williams and Lander’s farm, about a 
mile from Ardsley atation on the New-York and 
Northern Railroad. Of the eix buildings which 
were standing there at 8 o’clock in the morning 
not one was left. The nitro-glycerine storacs 
house, the one in which the explosion occurred, 
had disappeared as if by magic and where it had 
stood there was a hole in the ground about 


12 feet deep. The other five buildings were de- 
stroyed, and their contents, finished stock, ma- 
chinery, and working materials of various sorta, 
were seattered about in confusion. Mr. Will- 
iams, who was sitting at a window at the time 
of the explosion, was thrown from his chair and 
the window sash was thrown violently against 
him, the broken glass cutting him severely apout 
the head and hands. The buildings destroyed 
were a packing house, nitro-glycerine storage 
house, nitro-zlycerine factory, boiler and soda 
house, storage house for raw material, and 
roasting house. 

Just how the explosion was caused will never 
be positively known, for the only two men who 
were at work there at the time of the explosion 
were blown toatoms, Their names were Michael 
J. MecKelligott, azed 23, of Yonkers, and single, 
and George Hampshire, aged 28, who leaves a 
wife and two small children living at Shaft 12 
of the now Croton aqueduct. Mr. Stickney said 
that, as near as he could estimate, about 1,100 
or 1,200 pounds of dynamite had exploded. 
Both the men at work were experiencea hand- 
lers of the stuff, and the only way he could ac- 
count for the disaster was thatoneof them, 
after drawing a copper pail of the 
nitro-glycerine from the tank in which 
it was stored, had slipped and fallen while 
carrying it to the mixing house. The company 
nade from 5 to 1,500 pounda of dynamite a day, 
according tothe demand. They never aimed to 
have much of the stuff on hand ata time, and as 
they only furnished it to the contractors and 
sub-contractors, and as their work of blasting 
was now nearly done, the work was not being 
pushed to more than one-quarter the capacity. 

The loss is estimated at about $4,000, on 
which there was no insurance. Some of the 
machinery may be restored to usefulness again, 
but pot much of it. The buildings were erected 
in November, 1885, and the work has been car- 
ried on there since, but Mr. Stickney said he had 
intended to give them up in August next and re- 
— to his prinefpal factory, whichis in Pitts- 

urg 

Men and boys were all day yesterday scouring 
the flelds about the neizhborhood for pteces of 
the twomen. By the middle of the afternoon 
they had picked up about as much as would 
well filla derby hat, and the pieces were very 
amall. The largest piece found was a4 piece of 
bone about five invhes in length. Little pieces 
of clothing, which were recognized as belonging 
to the two unfortunate inen, were found scat- 
tered about. Some of these charred bits of flash 
were found an eighth of a mile away. There 
were reports of damage done in various ways in 
villages within a radius of half adozen miles. At 
Tarrytown, five miles away, windows were 
shaken and several plate-glass windows badly 
cracked. In White Plains two plate-glass win- 
dowsin the grocery store of F. Rauscht & Co. 
were eracked, and one also in Sniftin’s grocery. 
In Dobbs Ferry one or two loose chimneys 
tumbled down, and the same was the caso in 
several instances in Elmsford and Ashford. The 
shock was even felt at Nyack.
